CHAPTER FIRST 

Work of the Executive Committee, 



The time of which we are giving an account extends from 
Maj 1, 19OT, to March 81, 1908; it has been marked by a large 
amount of work, About 10,000 papers have been submitted for the 
signature of our Secretary General. It is a year of a Congress, an 
extraordinary year, considered from the point of view of the work 
to lie done. 

An endeavor will be made to show the difficulties to be overcome, 
bj speaking further on of the publications, translations, plates and 
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drawings and of the vary limited time within which (lie extraordi- 
nary work had to be done. 

The term extraordinary work is used, because the regular w y ork 
of the Committee must not stop. Its predomia&nt thought has been to 
broaden and strengthen constantly, with the assistance of the mem- 
bers of the Hoard, the foundation of our international Association. 
The latter should ho universal. There is at stake the honor of all 
those who have wrought for this great work of peace, labor and 
scientific union. 

Cause for congratulation is found in the results obtained last year. 
A great step forward lias been made. The importance of the Asso- 
ciation has markedly increased. Its financial resources are advan- 
cing rapidly. The work is living. The period of beginnings is 
past. Never lias the slightest cloud or the least sign of dissension 
appeared among us. Thfl spirit of concord* emulation, scientific 
endeavor and perfect union, which must lead to the highest prosper- 
ity, has reigned throughout the whole Association. 

The following are the present elements of our strength and vitalit j : 



STATES 

The number of States which patronize the Association is thirty 
four. The total figure of their annual grants is 60,570 francs. 



Propaganda. 

England. — Our efforts and endeavors have uoi yet been entirely 
successful, but it appears, from the letters and declarations which we 
have received, that success is near. Lord Shuttle worth, the 
Chairman of the Etoyal Commission of Canals and Waterways *, 
and Lord Brassey who w T as at the head of the lid International 
Maritime Congress of London, 1903, have been working on the 
Board of Trade. 

So too, our devoted colleague, Mr. Coktuell, who spent several 
months in London last year, lias put all his might into the service 
of the common cause, He deserves our most sincere thanks, 

Resistance is surely giving u T ay; aid and assistance are asked from 
all, for the moment is decisive and the success to be obtained is of 
very great impertance. 



We have to thank Mr. Borman, Mr. Audouin, the Belgian 
Government, the Minister of Public Works of Prussia, the cities 
of Harburg and Bremen, for their gve&l kindness and generosity 
toward the Association, which have allowed us to send to our 
members several of the precious documents mentioned in the 
above List. 

According to information received from the office of the sec re* 
tary at Milan, it is expected that the detailed Report of the Pro- 
ceedings of the Xth Congress can be distributed during the 
second quarter of this year. 

Mr, De Jongh, Chief Engineer of the Works of the City of 
Rotterdam, a distinguished colleague, to whom is owing already 
a description of the Port of Rotterdam which appeared in 1903, 
is engaged now with the publication of a new edition of his 
interesting article. He announces that he has asked the City 
of Rotterdam to grant once more the number of copies necessary 
for distribution to all the States, Corporations and Members who 
form a part of the Association. This request has been received 
favorably by the City of Rotterdam which, it has just been 
learned, will place at our disposal i.650 copies of Mr. De Jonghs 
work,

B. — Technical Dictionary. 



The Permanent Board, on the proposition of our honored 
Colleague, Mr. Sympher, made at the Milan meeting of Septem- 
ber 23, 1905, expressed the desire to have the Association take 
part in the preparation of a technical dictionary to be published 
in 6 or 7 languages and to contain all the terms used in naviga- 
tion and hydraulics. 

The idea is seductive. To have a dictionary, giving in each 
language the exact, true, indisputable meaning of all the tech- 
nical words of the whole vocabulary of the hydraulic engineer, 
would be eminently precious. Such a work forms a desidera- 
tum ; it would be a most useful tool for all engineers who follow 
closely foreign publications and still more useful for the specia- 
lists whose mission and heavy and arduous task it is to translate 
our articles and pamphlets into the three languages of the 
Congresses. 

The enterprise is, therefore, eminently laudable, but how 
difficult it is when viewed closely, when studied thoroughly 
and when the work is to be taken in hand. 

\ -ub-comrniUee, whose existence, it is feared, may be long, 
and which will be known hereafter as the « Sub-Committee of 
the Dictionary », has been appointed in accordance with the 
resolution of the Permanent Board of September last. It has, 
for the time being, three members : Mr* Sympher, the promoter 
of the idea ; Mr. Vernon-Harcourt, whose practical English sense 
suggested to him a thousand reserves before entering the trium- 
virate, and finally your Secretary General, whose duty it is to 
help in every way he can all the works of the Association. The 
importance of this one, which it is a question of undertaking, 
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lad at once to claiming the assistance of one of our French 
colleagues and k> appeal, for this purpose, to the inexhaustible 
obligingness of the head of the French delegation, Baron Qui- 
nette de Roc hem on t. 

In order to lose no tune and to start on a sure and practical 
course, the idea, the programme, the aim were presented to the 
many translators who have been called upon for years to bring 
out our publications in the three languages of the Congre 
Among these translators are men of weight, engineers, specia- 
lists, thoroughly conversant with the subject, and knowing only 
too well the enormous and incessant difficulties which our dic- 
tionary would cause ta disappear, and whose utmost wish it is 
that our dictionary should see the light. They were asked for 
the plan, the programme to be followed and a clear statement 
of their needs. 

Neither answers nor solutions were obtained, but, on the 
contrary, an infinity of questions which confirmed the thought 
that it will be very hard to please every body. In order to reach 
this end, the numer of words in the dictionary will be enor- 
mous, for there must be no thought of limiting these transla- 
tions to the names of the arrangements and the essential organs 
of hydraulics and navigation, but it will be necessary to enter 
into the most complete details of these parts, because it is just 
there that the translators or engineers interested in foreign 
papers find their stumbling blocks. 

Where then is to be the limit of the task ? How far must it go 
and how is it to stop ? 

Will not our dictionary become merely one of the parts of a 
technical dictionary in many volumes which every one must 
own and which all must consult in making translations? 

What will be our share and our agency in this work either 
in whole or in part ? Here then is the most important question. 
Will not this work merely double the Techiiolericoit, this tech- 
nioal French-German-English dictionary, conceived and pub- 
lished in just three languages of the Congress, which the 
Society of German engineers undertook a few years ago and 
which it is carrying on with the greatest energy and perseve- 
rance with the help of all the technicians of the world ? This 
technical dictionary in the three languages of the Congress, 
whose aims and programme are so well set forth in the exhibit 
hereto annexed, due to the Editor in Chief, Mr. Hubert Jansen, 
will it not suffice for and answer to all our desires ? 
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In order to be enlightened on these different points and not to 
begin the immense work laid out, without full knowledge of 
what was ahead, a letter was written to Mr. Jansen who sent 
an answer given in Exhibit II. 

Mr. Jansen, such at least is our opinion, wished neither to 
discourage our efforts nor, on the other hand, to be unfavorable 
to the 1 litis trier tes Technisches Worterbuch in seeks Sprachen ; 
he underlined however with his own hand paragraph d (third 
object) of the programme Exhibit I which shows great resem- 
blances between the two dictionaries to be brought out. 

A long interview was had, however, with Mr. Deinhardt, one 
of the authors of the before-mentioned lllustriertes technisches, 
who explained his intentions, his sources of information and 
means of action and who, in order to try to convince us, for we 
are not so yet, promised an explanatory note which will be 
submitted to the Permanent Board. 

Still more than this has been done ; work has been begun 
with the view of being able to submit to the consideration of 
the members of the International Commission a specimen, a 
prototype of the dictionary to be brought out. One of the many 
groups which will go to make up the dictionary was selected ; 
the description of breakwaters (mdles) in order to note exactly, 
to place the finger upon the difficulties of the proposed work. 
The choice fell on the group which, at first glance, appeared 
the simplest of all : « Breakwaters ». After having seen and 
ccnsulted all the courses of construction, all the articles of cur 
Congresses in which this subject has been treated, it was found 
that, not only was the number of terms referring to breakwa- 
ters properly so called very large, but al90 that, in order to 
study this subject thoroughly, it was necessary to know all 
about metallic caissons, concrete, mortars, materials, machines 
for maintenance, motors and the various agents of motive force, 
the power of waves, the action of the sea on building materials. 
In order to be complete and to allow translators to do their 
work as they should, all the terms relating to these various 
objects should be given. Hence, resort is had directly to the 
Technolexicon or else to a large number of small Deinhardt 
dictionaries which complement each other. The result is there- 
fore sensibly the same. 

The opinions and data on this subject will be completed at 
our meeting. 



C. — River Mortgages. 

The Xth Congress had inserted in its order of proceedings, 
amid the number of questions submitted to the Congress, the 
following question : « Mortgages on inland navigation vessels «* 

This question gave rise, after discussion, to the following re- 
solution : 

n The Xth International Navigation Congress adopts the deci- 
sion of the Conference of Amsterdam relating to legislative uni- 
fication in regard to maritime mortgages and resolves that the 
institution of the river mortgage, that is of the mortgage on 
vessels for inland navigation, find a place in all legislations and 
that it be improved in those where it already exists, w 

The Congress directed the Executive Board to make an applica- 
tion to the international Maritime Committee of Antwerp with 
the object of having this Committee designate members of our 
Association to form a part of the Commission which will be 
formed to take up the River Mortgage. 

This desire was brought at once to the attention of the above- 
named Committee which replied that the question would be 
examined at a near meeting of the Permanent Board of the In- 
ternational Maritime Committee.

Henoe there is for this statement an excess of 21,249,97 francs 
of expenses over receipts. 

This excess arises from the additional expenses made neces- 
sary by the printing and distribution of the reports of the Con- 
gress of Milan. 

The credit balance of the Association on December 31, 1905, 
amounted 1 to fcs 82,373.95. This balance had been placed at 
89,000 francs in the estimates. Ths shortage is due to the extra- 
ordinary expenses mentioned above.

In order to obtain the payment of dues for 1906, the office of 
the Secretary General has adopted the system of international 
collection in all countries where this system could be used : Ger- 
many, Austria, Belgium, Prance, Italy, Holland, Switzerland. 
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This method of collecting, which consists in having the receipt 
presented at the residence by the Post-office Service, has given 
excellent results. The dues have come in rapidly. But a small 
number of receipts have not been honored ; 8 members have 
resigned, 4 had died. 

In certain countries where international collections do not 
exist, resort has been had to the obligingness of the members 
delegated by these States to the Permanent Board who have con- 
sented to act as intermediaries between the Secretary General's 
Office and the Postal Service of their countries.

g L - Xlth. Congress 

The Xlth. International Congress of Navigation was held at 
Saint Petersburg, from May 3i tn June 7, tm)8, under the High 
I'aironage of H. M< the Emperor of Russia, H. I. Kt. the Grand 
Duke Michael Aiexandroviich bring the Honorary President, 
Its technical success reat, owing Lo the active and u 

sant working together uf the Internationa] Permanent Board, 
the Heads of Ihc Delegations and the local Committee of Orga- 
nization. It took on an almost unprecedented brilliancy and 
solemnity through the intervention of the Russian Government, 
the large appropriations ol funds voted by the Latter, and the 
high and eminent personages who consented lo give it their 
protection. The Patronage < lommittee, the Administrative Com- 
mittee, the special Committees, the Ladies Committee and, 
finally, the local Provincial Committees also contributed largely 
lo the success of the Congress which was complete and entire. 

The minutes which have been sent to all the members give 
detailed information in regard to the meeting. They allow an 
idea to be formed of the work of the Association and of the 
value of the many reports which made up tin essential material 
of the Congress. 

Let it he once more mentioned that the total of the members 
inscribed reached the figure of 1,350 and that 21 states were 
represented officially at Saint Petersburg. The number of 
reports, although limited by the by-laws to one only per country 
am] per question! was, nevertheless, 95, of which T8 were ordi- 
nary and 17 were general reports. The conclusions voted at 
the general meeting will occupy a worthy place in the collec- 
tion of decisions taken by preceding I 

The receptions and excursions w^rv many and varied; they 
were all. without exception, well organized and thoroughly 
successful, thanks to the twenty local Russian Commiltees 
which vied with each other in courtesies and attentions to 

make, throughout the whole extent of the Russian Empire, the

§ $. — The Next Congress 



One of the liveliest preoccupations of the Permanent Board 
is the choice of the place for the next meeting. For two years 
tiir Executive Committee has continued to seek the country 
which will take up the weight; and brilliant succession of the 
Congress of Saint Peter 

Already, at its meeting of June B, 1908. in that city, our Per- 
manent Board called upon its members for assistance, M. Fa- 
rago\ whom death has since removed so cruelly from our midst, 
said, without however making any precise engagement as to 
what he would do, that he was quite ready to apply to the 
Government of Hungary with a view to having the next Con- 
gress at Budapest. 

Our colleagues, Marshall Stevens and Sanford, showed them- 
selves ready to act in order to obtain the assistance of the United 
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States and of Canada. Contrary to what had been the case at 
former Congresses, no official invitation was given at Saint 
rsburg to fix the seal of the next Congress. The question 
is still in abeyance. 

The Secretary's office is trying to find a solution : it is in 
constant communication with the before mentioned colleagues. 
The circular letter which it sent out on the 18th. of last Sep- 
tember to all the members of the Permanent Board showed 
thai the Association would have to give up, at least for the time 
being, the hope of meeting at Budapest, Steps taken at Bueha* 
and Vienna with our esteemed colleagues Saligny and Buss 
brought about no result, In his answer which has been pub- 
li&hed, Mr, Russ points out how hard it would be for any 
country to receive future Congresses with the pomp and solem- 
nity of former Congresses. He considers that there must be 
greater simplicity and less breadth! 

This opinion seems also to follow from the communications 
which our Committee has exchanged with the representatives 
of the United States and from which it appears that if the 
Government of this country is disposed to invite our Association 
to meet at Philadelphia, it has no intention to appropriate any 
funds for the purpose. Hence private initiative will have to 
bear the cost and the consequence will be, of course, a great 
reduction in all expenses which are not strictly necessary. 

The United States and Canada, from what our colleagues, 
San ford and Marshall Stevens, have said, are, at the time of 
preparing this report, the only countries disposed to invite 
our Association to hold its meeting of 1911 within their borders. 
We ought to be very much obliged to our dear colleagues 
before mentioned for thi many and difficult steps they have 
had to take tn order to reach this result.

There has been, in this field when- there is so much to 
gather, very little gain this year, too small to suit the Com- 
mittee, it would be a mistake to rest on one's oars. 

There are in every country so many strong navigation socie- 
ties, chambers of commerce, cities, engineers 1 societies and 
bodies of contractors to be won over to our cause, that a slight 
effort by each one may cause enormous results. • 

In France, our devoted and very influential colleague, 
Mr. Chargueraud, has taken the initiative of a propaganda 
which promise- soon to bear fruit. 

He has already obtained a first success by bringing in the

assistance of the Professional Syndicate of the Contractors of 
Prance, with annual dues of 50o franca. The amount of the 
annual tlues from France is increased thug to a little more than 
10,000 francs. A new power of action ra in motion and our 
sincere wishi 3 an uttered to sw tbe anual dues from France 
exceed those from Belgium ; this will l>e in the natural ord< 
tits.

of France, have induced the General Government of Algeria to 
join the Association and to contribute 500 francs yearly thereto. 
The Board will be unanimous in adding its congratulations to

Colleague. 

Tunisia, — This French colony has also just joined the 
Association and has delegated Mr. Eugene DE Faces, Director

English Colonies. — We hope to be able in the near future to 
offer similar congratulations b» the representatives of Great 
Britain on our Board. We applied to them in order to have, by 
their assistance, some of the States which form part of the British 
Empire join our body; and among the states, to mention only the 
1 important, we name: the East Indies, Australia, Egypt. Not 
long ago our lamented Colleague, Mr, Vernon-HarCOURT, 
whose loss we still deplore, gave us the hopes of the possibility of 
these States coming in. It would be a very serious claim to our 
gratitude which the English delegation on our Board would raise, 
if it brought about the realization of the hopes which have just 
n recalled. With this end in view, we have appealed to the 
devoted assistance of our eminent Colleague, Sir Cecil HeRtslet, 
Consul General of Great Britain in Belgium. With great 
earnestness and good will, the delegate of Great Britain has taken 
the necessary steps toward his Government and we are now awaiting 
the result. 

Russia, — Mr, DE TlMONOFF, former President and Secretary 
General of the Xlth International Congress of Navigation* 
informed us during the year that the Imperial Ministry of the 
Russian Navy had come in with the desire to give us an annual 
grant of 2,000 francs. We make note, with hearty satisfaction, of 
this large increase of the subvention. The Russian Government 
has done things on a large scale and we should not dare to hope 
for more of an official nature. But could not private initiative do 
more? We have only 57 Members and 2 private Societies for this 
immense Empire. 

Belgian Congo. — The Independent State of the Congo has 
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made to the Association an annual grant of i,ooo francs. As the 
result of represent at iuns of the Executive Committee the Belgian 
Government (Ministry <»f the Colonies) has decided to continue the 
above mentioned subsidy. 

Cuba- — The Executive Committee is trying to bring this 
country in as a member. The steps taken so far allow hopes for a 
favorable outcome. 

guay, — Our Colleague, Mr. Glkrard, Inspector General 
ef the Ponts et Chaussees, at Paris, whose devotion to the interests 
ot our Society we have had so often to praise and to recognize the 
services which be has rendered to it, has entered into relations with 
influential persons of this Republic to second our endeavours to 
bring this country into our fold. When Mr, Gt'ERARD reached 
Montevideo he had a decisive interview with the Minister of Public 
Works who had the kindness to announce that Uruguay had 
become a member of the Association.

My dear Mr. DUFQURNY : 

As I have before written \<m, we have again attempted to 
secure legislation through Hon, J, Hampton Moore, M. C, and 
Hon. De Alva, S. Alexander, M. C, Chairman of the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee of the House of Representatives, towards 
securing an official invitation to our Ass'n to hold its next Con- 
gress m this country, with an appropriation. This item, being 
a paragraph in the River and Harbor appropriation bill, has just 
been passed by the House of Representatives, and I have to-day 
secured an official copy of the wording, which I send you in- 
closed. As you know, our national congress or parliament is 
composed of two independent bodies, the lower, known as the 
House of Representatives, and the higher, known as the Senate. 
All appropriation bills or "projects of law" originate in the House 
of Representatives. After passing this House, they are sent 
to the Senate, referred to the appropriate committees, and, when 
the committees report on them, are acted upon by the Senate. 
In this case, the river and harbor appropriation bill has been 
sent to the Senate and referred to the Committee on Ccmmerce* 
There are )j members of this committee. Senator Burton is one 
member but not the Chairman. The river and harbor bill this 
year is a very large one, containing hundreds of items. , The 
Senate Committee will undoubtedly modify many of these items, 
perhaps omit some, and add others. For this reason, it will be 
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a considerable time before the Committee will report to the 
Senate on the bill. The bill is subject to further modification by 
amendment in the Senate (Fortunately, no objection to our item 
was raised in the House when under discussion there. I think 
Mr. Moore and Mr, Alexander had previously talked with pro- 
bable objectors and explained away their objections). After the 
Senate acts on the bill, and passes it in a form somewhat 
different from that in which it came from the House, it is referred 
to a conference committee composed of a certain number of 
Senators and Representatives appointed for the purpose, usually 
about three from each house, which endeavors to adjust and 
reconcile the items on which the two houses have differed. The 
action of this committee is then reported to both houses. After 
each house agrees to the action of the committee, the bill, as 
adjusted by the committee, is signed by the presiding officer of 
each house and sent to the President, If the President signs it, 
it becomes a law. If he does not sign it, or vetoes it, he return- 
it to Congress with his reasons. If both houses then pass the 
bill again, by a majority cf two-thirds of all the members, it 
becomes a law without the President's signature. Hence, we have 
only reached the same point now that we did last year, with this 
exception, however, that our item contains an appropriation, and 
that the present session of Congress is unlimited in length, so 
that we are not liable to have the bill fail through lack of time; 
also that the item is now part of an appropriation bill, whereas 
last year it was a separate bill by itself. 

From the above explanation as to procedure, you will see that 
a considerable time will elapse between now and the action by 
the Senate on the river and harbor bill. This sessinn of Coogn 
will probably not adjourn before June or July. I hope, however, 
that the river and harbor bill will be acted upon by April, or 
possibly in the latter part of March, though this is by no means 
certain. I thought it best to inform you of the whole situation, 
as you requested to be so informed, as it may assist you in your 
plans.

My dear Mr. Uri ourny : 

In my letter of Feb. ig, igio, I sent you a copy of the item 
m the river and harbor appropriation hill as passed by our Ho 
of Reprensaitatives providing for holding the next Navigation 
Congress in this country. I have to-day received an official copy 
of the river and harbor bill as reported to the Senate by the 
Senate Committee on Commerce, and send you a copy of our 
item as contained in this ball, the only change being the reduction 
of the amount of the appropriation from $ 50,000 to $ 30,000. 
Hon, J. Hampton Moore , M. C, has beef) visiting this district 
for the last three days and first informed me of the reduction 
of the amount of the appropriation. 1 talked with him several 
times about it, and he appears to have some hope that the 
appropriation can be increased to the original ? 50,000 before 
the bill finally becomes a law, but, as he is not a member of the 
Senate ,he cannot be at all certain that this can be done. The 
total amount of appropriations contained in the bill and covering 
all river and harbor works of improvement in the country has 
been increased by the Senate Committee on Commerce from 
forty- two millions to fifty-two millions, the former being the 
amount* carried by the bill as it passed the House* Senators 
Burton and Newlands of the committee have each presented 
minority reports, attacking certain features of the hill. It is 
expected that the general debate on the bill will take place next 
week and that it will be a vierv spirited one. and possibly extend 
over considerable time. There will undoubtedly be discrepancies 
or disagreements on many of the items between the Senate and the 
House, so that these items will have to go for adjustment to a 
conference committee, as explained in my letter of Feb. ig. It is 
stated that the President considers the total amount of the appro- 
priation too large, so it is barely possible that he may veto the 
entire bill; but I hope that this will not be the case and seriously 
doubt that it will I will keep you informed as to the further 
progress of this matter, and will notify you by cable when it 
actually becomes a law. 

General Raymond has just returned from the Isthmus of 
Panama, where he spent the winter, and we shall have a meeting 
of the American Section next week.

Dear Colonel Sanfqrd, 

I have just received your letter of April 15 and hasten to acknow- 
ledge its arrival. In my opinion! but you know your countrymen 
much better than I, it is not worth while to insist upon having the 
appropriation made by Congress raised from 30,000 to 50,000 
dollars. We shall succeed perfectly in holding a Congress with a 
local grant of 30,000 dollars. The treasury of the Congress bears 
all the running expenses, it is rich enough for that. It would be 
a mistake to make a failure of the Congress in the United States 
by being too exacting in the matter of the subvention.

River Mortgages 

The eighth point of the order of business of the general meeting 
of the Permanent Board, held at Brussels on May 17, J9°9» 
involved a proposition formulated by the Belgian Association of 
Maritime Law, as the result of a resolution adopted in 1905 at the 
Congress of Milan, 
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The abject of this proposition was to form a special Committee 
composed of delegates from Belgium, France, Germany and the 
Netherlands which should reach an international understanding 
OH the subject oi river Mortgages. 

The Executive Committee, in conformity with the instructions 
of the Permanent Hoard, wrote to the heads of the delegations 
of the countries above named in order to obtain the designation of 
delegates. 

Replying at once to this invitation, Germany named two dele- 
gates. In France, the question could not be settled and our 
colleagues begged us to wait until the Government should have 
acted on the opportuneness of ad nutting the principle of river 
Mortgages. The Government of the Netherlands, on its side, has 
just made known its opinion through the Dutch delegation which 
written us an important letter which we believe that we ought 
to bring before you in full,

The Minister of the Waterstaat, after having consulted his 
Colleague, the Minister of Justice, considers it inopportune to act 
on our proposition to name one of us two to take part in the 
( omittec on River Mortgages and to &t\i\ to him a specialist who 
should be familiar with the question. 

The following is the reason for this decision: 

"After the International Committee had taken up the study and 
preparation of uniform international regulations for the mortgage 
and privileged debts on boats and after it had drawn up, at the 
Conference at Venice, the project for a treaty regulating the matter, 
the Governments of a large number of countries, among them 
being the United States of America and several other extra- 
European powers, again deliberated over the matter at the 
Conference at Brussels in 1909, taking the said project as their base. 

"A special Committee, composed of delegates from several 

countries, was charged with drawing up an amended project; the 

ilt of the laburs of this Committee was communicated to the 
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Governments of the various countries with a recommendation and 
the reasons therefor. This project for an amended treaty, entitled; 
11 Bases for a project of an agreement in the matter of maritime 
" mortgages and privileges, submitted for the consideration of the 
interested Governments", made, like the project of Venice, no 
Line t ion between vessels for inland navigation and sea going 
ships. 

" The international regulations are of interest only to the vessels 
which take part in the international movement of article 748 of the 
Commercial Code and, as a rule, assimilate vessels for inland 
navigation, coming from or going to foreign lands, with sea going 
ships. Under these conditions, special international regulations for 
inland navigation vessels are uncalled for and, as the Governments 
themselves have taken the direct regulation of the matter in hand, 
it is not the moment for the Netherlands to take part in the 
deliberations of a preparatory Committee like that which the 
proposition of the International Association of Congresses of 
Navigation had in view. " 

This decision of the Minister of the Waterstaat seems to us 
absolutely correct and logical* 

It appears to us that the International Maritime Committee of 
Antwerp might have saved our Association useless steps by keeping 
the permanent board informed as to the decisions of the Conference 
at Brussels in ipog.

Dear Sir- 

Your estimed favour of April 19 reached me in due course and 
I brought it before our Permanent Board at its first meeting. 

The International Conference at Brussels, mentioned in the 
letter of the delegates from the Netherlands, took only maritime 
law into consideration ; hence there is no duplication. The confu- 
sion arises probably from the fact tfiat, among our neighbors on 
the North, a large part of river navigation is submitted to maritime 
legislation. I think however that, in view of the reply received 
and of the impossibility of inducing France to take part, it is 
well to abandon the idea of acting together in the formation of a 
Committee on River Mortgages. 

Another body, the Hollando-Belgic Committee, has been 
charged with the subject and it seems better able to bring it to a 
conclusion in the special domain in question. The resolution 
adopted by your Congress before the last will, none the less, have 
been useful,

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Changes in the By-laws 

Amendments to articles 5 et 7 of the By-laws. 

At its meeting of May \j t 1909, the Permanent International 
Board took up the wish expressed by Mr, Deking-Dura for a modi- 
fication of the composition of the committees of the Congresses. 

After discussion, it instructed the Executive Committee to submit 
a final wording which should take into consideration the proposi- 
tions formulated by Mr. Deking-Dura and the amendments 
pointed out by Mr. Chargueraud. 

The following wording has been prepared with this idea in mind 
and is now presented for the approval of the Permanent Board. 

ARTICLE 5. — The Permanent Council : 

4. Forms a part of the Committee of each Congress (called the 
General Presiding Committee) and prepares, in connection with the 
local Committee on Organization , the lists of the persons to be 
invited to form: a) this Committee of the Congress; b) the Com* 
mittees of the sections. 

ARTICLE 7. — The Local Organising Commission : 
3. It takes steps to make the Association known and, in accord 
with the Permanent Council, selects the persons of the country 
invited to preside over or to become members of the Committee of 
the Congress and the Committees of the sections. 

ARTICLE jbts. — Committee of the Congress. — This Committee 
(called also the General Presiding Committee) is made up: 1° of 
the members of the Permanent Council of the Association; 2° of 
persons of the country elected as prescribed in articles 5 and 7 
above; 3 of the first delegate of each of the countries represented 
of ficaliy at the Congress. 

Committees of the sections, — These Committees are formed in 
conformity with the requirements of paragraph 4, Art, 5 and of 
paragraph 3, Art. 7. 

Each Committee includes : a) A President and two Secretaries, 
citizens of the country where the session is held; 



b) A Vice-President and a Secretary knowing well the languages 
of the Congress and selected by the Permanent Board. 

r ) As many Vice-Presidents per country represented officially 
at the Congress as the number of tines the total annual subscription 
from that country contains 2,500 francs, with a minimum of one 
per country. 

Life Members 

At l he last meeting of the Permanent International Board of the 
Congresses of Navigation , several of the members pointed out the 
difficulties which members of the Association, who inhabit 
countries far removed from the headquarters of the Society, have 
in sending forward their dues of JO francs. After the matter had 
been talked over, the idea of letting members make one payment 
in full for all dues was adopted. 

The Executive Committee was directed to examine the question, 
The lesult of its calculations is that individual Members may 
make one payment of 125 francs in full for all dues and become 
Life M umbers. 

Consequently, the Members who desire to pay their dues in full 
have been requested to let us know as soon as possible by sending 
in the aforementioned sum of 125 francs. 

Several Members have accepted this proposition and others are 
coming in every day. 

It is a mark of interest in favor of the Association which wc 
record with great pleasure.

Gentlemen and dear Colleagues; 

We have, at the beginning of our report, to pay our last respects 
fco the memory of two of our colleagues whom our Internationa! 
Board has lost during the year : Messrs Nicolas Adadguroff and 
Joao Mexdes Guerreiro. 

Mr. Nicolas Adadouroff was President of the Council of Engi- 
neers in the Ministry of Lines of Communication of Russia, In 
this position, he was able to render marked service to the work ot 
the Congresses of Navigation. In spite of the precarious state ot 
his health and his great age, he still insisted, in repg, in sharing in 
the work at Brussels of the Permanent Board. 

So soon as the death of our eminent colleague was known, 
Mr. V. E, de Timonnff. flic head of the Russian delegation, was 
requested to be the bearer of the Boards condolences to the family 
of Mr, Adadouroff and to our colleagues of the Russian delegation. 

Mr. Joao MENDES GUERREIRO, whose duty was especially that 
of Inspector General of the Public Works of Portugal, died sud- 
denly at Lisbon, on January 16, 191 r, at the age of 6q years. 



Our eminent Colleague, whose many works and functions do not 
need to be recalled, rendered many and great services to the Con- 
gresses of Navigation. All his devotion was given to these Con- 
gresses from their very beginning, and he had become their most 
valued support in Portugal. He had become the friend of most of 
us and a real sadness and personal grief are mingled with the 
regrets which we utter in the name of the Association. 

Mr. Mendes Guerreiro stands among the most active and most 
precious of the founders of our Institution. His name will be 
graven in the Annals of Engineers and in those of our Association. 
A letter of condolence was sent, in the name of the Permanent 
Board, to the family of the regretted deceased. 

Several of our colleagues have been- relieved by their Governments 
from their places on the Board, by reason of change of duties or 
residence. 

It is with regret that the communications received in this connec- 
tion and mentioned further on had to be recorded :

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Labors of the Association 

The season for which we have the honor to submit our report 
extends from August I, 1910, to March 31, 191 1, a short period 
indeed, but one during which the Association has kept, however, 
on the road toward prosperity. It is therefore with lively satis- 
faction that we can again note in our report the development of our 
Society and the increasing strength of its influence and vitality. 

Our Institution is to-day one of the bodies which pursue most 
thoroughly the realization of the study of modern progress in 
carrying out hydraulie works. Our Congresses have acquired a 
value and a preponderance which made them more than ever worthy 
of the patronage of States, of the support of corporations and of 
the confidence of members. 

The advance made every year by the Association, and which it 
is a pleasure to record, is the result of the unceasing efforts of the 
members for the accomplishment of the common task, of their 
devotion to the Institution and, at the same time, the happy conse- 
quence of an active propaganda carried on in various countries 
from the Office of the Secretary General, with the assistance of 
several of our colleagues on the Board. In this way, we come 
nearer to the ideal which we have in view : the cooperation, under 
the aegis of the Association, of all civilized countries in the study 
of questions which interest the advance of inland and ocean navi- 
gation. 

We, on our side, encouraged and stimulated by the work already 
accomplished, will endeavor to preserve for the Association the 
estime and consideration which it enjoys. We shall do our best 
not to fail in the duty which we have assumed in undertaking 
the management of the Society, and we will put forth all our zeal 
and devote every effort to extending its influence.

Propaganda 

Our American colleague, Mr. E. L. Corthell, took advantage of 
being in London in January 191 1 to bring up again, in accord with 
the Executive Committee, the question of having the Englisn 
Government become a member of the maritime section of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Corthell, with his well known juvenile activity, has applied 
to many influential persons in England ; he has talked over his 
intentions with Lieutenant Colonel Sorke and Mr. Marshall Stevens, 
members of the Board; he has written many letters to public 
administrations and maritime societies in Great Britain which might 
f aver his ideas and second his endeavors. He has met nearly every- 
where with a kind reception. 

A great step forward has been made, we think, toward the end 
at which we aim. Last year we made a special appeal to the 
devoted assistance of our eminent colleague, Sir Cecil HERTSLET, 
His Britannic Majesty's Consul General in Belgium. The delegate 
of Great Britain has, with great energy and good grace, shown 
all necessary diligence in connection with his Government and we 
hope that the latter, now thoroughly enlightened and informed, 
will finally decide in favor of becoming a definitive and full 
member of the Association.

It gives us great pleasure to be able to repeat here the thanks 
which we have already addressed to the devoted colleagues whose 
names have just been mentioned. There is every reason to hope 
that memberships will soon be received from other countries where 
the propaganda has become a little slack. On the eve of a Congress, 
the moment is propitious for recruiting new permanent members 
and with a little good will and initiative on the part of all the 
members of the Board, we shall certainly succeed in increasing 
largely the number of our members. We are ready to second every 
initiative and every effort to be brought to bear in obtaining this 
result. 
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Congress of Philadelphia 

Lieutenant Colonel SANFORD informed us last July that the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the United States had 
voted 50,000 dollars for the Xllth International Congress of 
Navigation. The approval of the President having been given 
soon after, our Colleagues of the United States formed at once 
the Local Committee of Organization of the Congress, of which 
Hon. J. Hampton Moore, M. C, was elected President General, 
and our colleague, Lieut. Col. SANFORD, Secretary General. 

The questions and communications proposed for the Congress 
were examined and discussed at a general meeting of the members 
of the Permanent Board held at Brussels on July 31, 1910, and a 
final programme was adopted. 

In order to insure the technical success of the Congress, the 
Executive Committee took up at once the recruiting of the reporters. 
On September 14, 1910, after having taken the necessary steps in 
Belgium, it called for the assistance of the heads of delegations 
of the various countries represented on the Permanent Board. On 
November 7 following, Messrs Chargueraud and de Joly sent, in 
the name of the French delegation and the list of the reporters 
selected for France. It was an encouraging result. 

In order to understand the situation in other countries, it was 
considered well to recall our request to the heads of delegations 
by a circular letter of which a copy is given below. The considera- 
tions therein developed are useful to retain for sundry reasons. 
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Brussels, the 22d of November 1910. 



Dear Sir and Colleague, 



By our letter of September 14, 1 910, we requested you to kindly 
inform us of the names of the specialists of your country who 
desire to present a Report to the Xllth Congress of Navigation. 

We urgently appeal again to your kind intervention, for action 
will have to be taken in a very short lapse of time, if we want the 
work consisting in printing and revision of the Reports, writing 
and Printing the General Reports, translation thereof into the three 
languages, and transmission of the papers to the Members before 
the sessions of the Congress to be terminated in due time. 

From the experience acquired in previous Congresses it results 
that, in order to be able to transmit the Reports before the opening 
of the Congress, the Executive Committee must be in the position 
to communicate with all Reporters at the latest by the month of 
January 191 1. And that is the more necessary as in the present 
case the Reviewers (General Reporters) belong to a country far 
from Brussels, and the correspondence between them and the Exe- 
cutive Committee consequently requires a rather long time, even 
nowadays when maritime services are most perfect. 

Therefore we shall be highly obliged to you, dear Six and Col- 
league, by your assisting our Office, in order to avoid placing 
the Reviewers (General Reporters) in a difficult position, to make 
their task and ours realisable, as well as to have useful work done.

The Executive Committee was advised, through diplomatic 
channels, during the month of December igio, that the Government 
of the United States was inviting our association to hold its Xllth 
International Congress of Navigation at Philadelphia in tgiZ, and 
that this Government, desiring to have all the States which patronize 
the Association represented at the said Congress by a large nun 
Of official delegates, would address a special invitation to these 
Countries, 

The memhers, of the Permanent Board were informed of the 
intentions of the American Government by our circular letter of 
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January 26 last. The Executive Committee hopes that all the Gov- 
ernments will receive favorably the invitation of the United States, 
so that an imposing European delegation may enhance the bril- 
liancy of the Congress of Philadelphia, the first which we have 
been able to organize in the New World. 



In order to contribute to the success of the Xllth Congress, 
several members of the Permanent Board have conceived the 
excellent idea of announcing the Congress by articles printed in 
the papers of their countries. 

Under the initiative of Mr. Bela de Gonda in Hungary, the 
review "The Sea" devoted a certain amount of space to the Congress. 

Mr. Deking-Dura sent notes to various technical papers in the 
Netherlands. 

A more intense propaganda could be carried on in Italy through 
the National Association of Congresses of Navigation, an organi- 
zation recently created by one of our life members the retired 
General BlGOTTl. The President of this Association, Senator 
G. COLOMBO (former President General of the Congress of Milan) 
caused a special circular and the programme of the Xllth Congress 
to be sent to the 750 members of the Society in Italy. It is to be 
hoped that this propaganda will bring a large number of new 
Italian members to the Association and to the Congress of Phila- 
delphia. 

At the request of the Office of the Secretary General, articles 
relating to the Xllth Congress were published, in Belgium, in the 
Revue Maritime, the Expansion Beige, the Belgique Maritime et 
Coloniale.

Westergaard have been so kind as to undertake this mission once- 
more as they have already done for several years. 
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Once more do we express to them our most sincere thanks. 

It is also a pleasure to thank Mr. Bustos-Moron tor his valuable 
assistance in trying to stir up the payment of their dues by those 
of our members who live in the Argentine Republic. 



The number of resignations and deaths coming to our knowledge 
last year is large and there have had to be erased from our lists 
the names of : 2 corporations and 55 members resigned, and 34 
members deceased. 

The voids in our ranks have, happily, been largely filled as we 
have been able to take up during the past year : 19 corporations, 
27 life members and 261 permanent members who have joined the 
Association.

on the General Situation of the Permanent International 
Association of Congresses of Navigation, from April, 1, 
1912, to April 30, 1913. 



To the Members of the Permanent International Board of 
the Congresses of Navigation. 

Gentlemen, 

The annual meeting of the Board, which is set ordinarily for the 
first fortnight of May, has been put off for a few weeks this year 
so that it may precede by a few days the date of the IIW Interna- 
tional Congress of the Road whicn will be held at London from 
June 23 to June 28 next. It has been sought to facilitate by tKis 
means the duties of those Members of the Board who have to take 
part in the labors of our Association as well as in those of the 
Congress of the Road. 

During the year 1912-1913, the Xllth International Congress of 
Navigation was held at Philadelphia with a degree of success which 
merits the praise given in the minutes of the Congress. Further men- 
tion of this is made later on. 

The new bodies and individual members from all countries of 
the world, who have joined our Association as the result of this 
Congress, have increased our strength, our prosperity and our 
means. 

So the Association continues its upward march, for which our 
thanks must be given to the Governments of the various States, of 
which the assistance is the firmest of our supports, to the unwearied 
and ever-ready devotion of the Members of the Permanent Interna- 
tional Board-, and, finally, to the steady and powerful cooperation 
of the various bodies and of the permanent Members whose numbers 
are increasing ever day by day.

CHAPTER I. 

Labors of the Association. 

Xllfa Congress. 

The XI Yth International Congress of Navigation was held at 
Philadelphia from May 23 to May 28, 1912, under the High Patron- 
age of the President of the United States. It was the third Con- 
gress organized by the Permanent International Association of 
Congresses of Navigation. Its importance, its results and its com- 
plete success put it well on a par with those which had gone before. 

Detailed information with regard to this meeting is given in the 
minutes of the proceedings which have been sent to all the members. 
These minutes show what were the labors of the Association as well 
as the value of the many reports which formed' the essential matler 
of the Congress. 

In order to give some idea of the importance of this last, let it be 
mentioned once more that the total number of members inscribed 
reached 1000, that 29 States were represented officially at Philadel- 
phia and- that 113 reports were discussed during the sessions. These 
reports had been printed, at Brussels, in English, trench and Ger- 
man, under the direction of Mr. J. Richald, Secretary General of the 
Association, and had been distributed to the members at least one 
month before £he Congress convened. 

The conclusions and resolutions adopted by the general meeting 
hold a worthy place in the collections of the Congresses. 
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The many and varied receptions and excursions were well organ- 
ized and made thoroughly successful by the numerous local com- 
mittees, each more desirous than the others, by their alacrity, their 
initiative and their devotion, to make the stay of the foreigners, 
during their rapid trip in the United States and in Canada, as 
pleasant and interesting as possible. 

A detailed account of these receptions and excursions is given in 
the complete report of theCongress. 

The choice of the excursions had been particularly well made to 
give the members of the Congress a striking conception of the hy- 
draulic works and navigable highways of North America. 

The way in which the elaborate programme laid out by our Ame- 
rican Colleagues was carried through does them great honor, con- 
sequently the Association cannot congratulate or thank sufficiently 
the General Commission of Organization, composed of Generals 
Raymond and Bixby, Colonels Hodges, Sanford and Bogart, and 
Messrs. Hampton-Moore and Corthell, and also the local Commit- 
tee on Organization. 

As the Presidents of the Association had- found it impossible to 
be present at the Congress of Philadelphia, they had proposed to 
the Permanent International Board that their place should be filled 
by the oldest Member of -the Chief Delegates on the Permanent 
Council, Mr. de Timonoff, who had just: presided' with such distinc- 
tion over the local Board of the Congress of Saint-Petersburg. 

This choice was ratified unanimously by the Board' and Mr. de 
Timonoff placed himself promptly at the service of his Colleagues. 

The Permanent International Board met on board of the „ North- 
land* on June 12, 1912, and, after having decided to send telegrams 
of thanks to the President of the United States, to the Governor of 
Pennsylvania, to the Mayor of Philadelphia, to General Raymond 
and to Mr. Hampton-Moore, and having congratulated and thanked 
Lieut. Col. Sanford, Secretary General of the Congress, and Mr. 
Corthell, made it a point, before adjourning, to express also its gra- 
titude to Mr. de Timonoff. 

Mr. Fr. D. Lalanne, who was President of the Committee on Re- 
ceptions of the Xllth Congress, at Philadelphia, died at the begin- 
ning of 1913. Mr. Lalanne's assistance was of great value during 
the Congress and the news of his death was received with deep 



icgret. We desire in this Report to pay our last respects to the me- 
mory of the deceased. 

Collection of questions taken up for study* 

In order to spread abroad the publications of the Assoa, 
during 1 the interval between two Congresses! it was decided, at the 
meeting oi the Permanent international Board, held at Brussels in 
l!HU> to gather into one collection all the interesting questions ior 
which place could not be found in the programme of questions tor 
.the Xllth Congress. 

This collection was sent to the members of the Association and 
the possibility of studying these questions, of preparing articles 
upon them and of sending these articles to the respective heads of 
the delegations from their countries was pointed out at the same 
time. If the opinion in regard to these articles be favorable, they 
are transmitted to the Executive Committee and, ii accepted, tney 
are printed in the three languages of the Association, We hope that 
this appeal will be heard, and we hasten to add that the collection 
is not exclusive and that all articles prepared in the shape and 
with the dimensions adopted for our Congresses are open *o recep- 
tion if they bear on subjects of general interest and are not confined 
to local matters. 

The assistance of the M embers of the Permanent International 
Board has been especially sought in order that the Collection of 
questions taken up for study may be recommended to the kindly 
attention of Engineers who are interested in the work of the Asso- 
-ciation. 



Before the Congress of Philadelphia was held, our American 
Colleagues wrote earnestly and often to the Executive Committee to 
have the labors of our Association materialize — if such an expres- 
sion may be used — , to have the results obtained put into tangible 
form, and to bring out the practical and utilitarian side of our work. 

The Governments and the legislative Bodies which give us their 
support see very clearly the technica 1 and scientific progress made; 
but, and rightly too, they are not indifferent to the material side 
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or to the advantage which may be obtained. We have made it a 
point, in our preceding report, to set forth the practical work of the 
Congresses of Navigation and it will be our care to see our domain 
increase along this line. Urged ;on by this . desire, .the Executive 
Committee has asked itself whether it would not be useful and 
practical to draw up, for inland navigation, general rules such as 
those which exist for navigation on the high seas. All nations are. 
agreed on drawing up general provisions which regulate navigation, 
on open seas and maritime estuaries. Why should not the same hold 
good for highways of inland navigation? Is there no work to be done 
along these lines by our Association? The Executive Committee has 
ascertained already the ideas of several Colleagues on this subject, 
all of them belonging to countries which, as the result of the Con- 
gress of The Hague, adopted a uniform method of ganging 
vessels for inland navigation. All the Colleagues consulted were in 
favor of the idea of international rules for inland navigation and, 
surely, the work would receive an impulse and valuable support if 
its principle were admitted by the permanent Board of the Con 
gresses. 

The Next Congress. 

One of the points which absorbs most deeply the attention of the 
Permanent Board is the choice of the place where the next Con- 
gress is to take place. 

During the meeting of the Permanent Board held at Philadelphia 
on May 22, 1912, Colonel Hansen stated that he was able to give 
the assurance that his Government and the public authorities would 
be greatly interested in seeing the next Congress meet at Stockholm. 
Our Colleague promised to take up the question immediately on his 
return to Europe. The Association received this communication with 
pleasure and expressed the hope that the next Congress should meet 
in Sweden. 

On the other hand, Mr . Sanjust di Teulada, an Italian delegate, 
asked the Board to delay decision on the subject of the XHIth Con- 
gress until the meeting of the Permanent International Boaid in 
1913. 

The Secretary's office has continued in communication with the 
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above named Colleagues. It appears, from the steps taken by Colo- 
nel Hansen that the Swedish Government is disposed toward in- 
viting our Association to meet at Stockholm in 1915. For this pur- 
pose, the Diet (Parliament) has voted an appropriation of 35,000 
crowns (about 50,000 francs). 

We must again thank Colonel Hansen for all the work he has 
done and congratulate him on the success he has obtained. 

CHAPTER II. 

Propaganda carried on in favor of the Association. 

Great endeavors have been made during the past year to bring 
new States, Members and Corporate Bodies into our Association. 
The accomplishment of our task has been happily assisted by many 
Members of the International Board. The following results have 
been reached : 

States. 

Thirty-eight Governments of States now give their support and a 
grant of funds to the Association. Outside of these States there 
still remain a small member of countries which have been approached 
through the assistance of the Department of Foreign Affairs of 
Belgium. 

In Russia, our Colleague, Mr. V. E. de Timonoff, has succeeded 
in bringing in the Imperial Ministry of Agriculture which has deci- 
ded to grant to the Association an important annual sum. We repeat 
here the thanks already sent to Mr. de Timonoff who has become 
one of the main columns of the temple of the Congress. 

Earnest entreaties are now being made by our Colleagues from 
Great-Britain : Sir Cecil Hertslet and Sir H. Arthur Yorke to have 
the British Government join fully and unreservedly in the work 
of our Association. It is hoped that their endeavors will be 
crowned with success. Let it also be said that our Colleague, 
Mr. CortAell, whose devotion is always to be counted on, did his 

best while in England to attain the object so earnestly desired 

bv our Association. 
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Corporate Bodies and Members. 



An important increase in Corporate Bodies and Members took 
place during the year 1912-1913, This growth is partly due to tne 
Congress of Philadelphia, experience having shown that every 
meeting of a Congress is an excellent stimulus. 

Especially in the United States* the membership has made a 
really remarkable advance through the active and unceasing pro- 
paganda carried by Lieut > Col. Sanforct and the American dele- 
gation. 

The Xllth International Congress of Navigation, aside from the 
success which it achieved, has done much to make the Association 
better known and appreciated throughout the length and breadth 
of the vast territory of the United States. The memberships of 
important Corporate bodies and of American permanent members 
have come in such large numbers that this nation, through the total 
amount of its dues, comes second in order among the anmtries 
which are patrons of the Association, The total number of Ame- 
rican members at the beginning of 1909 was 87; to-day it is 4(i!* T 
including 26 corpoiate bodies paying annual dues of 100 francs 
and tmore. 

Continuing its propaganda, I he American section of the Asso- 
ciation has sent out two circulars through the United States : 

1°) to the "temporary" members of the Xflth Congress urging 
them to join as ,l permanent w members ; 

2") to the officers of the Corps of Engineers of the United States 
begging them to join as M life members 6 ". 

This new propaganda has produced already excellent results. 
It is with real pleasure that the thanks already offered to Colonel 
San ford and our American Colleagues are repeated here in the 
name of the entire Association. 

If the United States continue to advance in this way, it will soon 
stand at the head of the countries which support the Association. 
This is a stimulus which calls forth a new effort rrom the nations 
of Europe, and it is seen that this is already coming to pass. Here, 
in fact, is France which is sending to the Association an annual 
donation of 500 francs which is due to the generosity of Mr. Mallet, 
an engineer and a member of the Board, at Paris. 
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On the other hand, it can be mentioned that two corporate b< 
each paying dues of 100 francs, and several life and permanent 
in embers have been brought into the Association through the pro- 
paganda carried on by the French Sect; 

It has been mentioned above that Russia has added an impor- 
tant sum to her already large annual grant. 

In Brazil, Mr. de Soma tiandcua, of Rio de Janeiro, who was a 
delegate from his Government to the Congress of Philadelphia, 
has carried on, in behalf of our Association, an active propaganda, 
which has caused 32 Brazilian Engineers to become members. The 
Executive Committee, while congratulating and thanking Mr. de 
Souza Bandeira, has expressed its appreciation of the results which 
he has achieved. 

In Austria, the endeavors of Mr. Matteuschc t Director of the 
I. and R. Warehouses at Trieste, have brought into the Associa- 
tion six corporations, of which five pay dues of 100 francs. The 
Committee desires to repeat its thanks to Mr. Matteuscbe who, as an 
official delegate from Austria, took an active part in the labors 
of the Xllth Congress, 

Permanent members, whom we wish here to thank t have been 
the means of recruiting other permanent members in various coun- 
tries. 

Life Members, 
There are now 108 life members of the association. 



Report of the XHth Congress. 

The report of the labors of the XII f' 1 Congress was published as 
quickly as possible. The minutes of the meetings of the Sections 
were printed in full in the three languages of the nssociation to- 
ward the end of 11*12, but the importance of the chapter relating 
the "Excursions" delayed somewhat the completion of the vol- 
ume. In spite of urgent demands, Colonel Sanford was unable to 
collect, so soon as he could have wished, all the data for this 
chapter, of which the final text was not received at Brussels until 
last December. The complete report is now in the hands of all our 
members and it is hoped that this useful publication may be a suffi- 
cient stimulus to bring them all to take part in the next Congress. 
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Printing and Distribution of Documents.

The utility of this catalogue has been highly appreciated by 
our members. Various technical reviews, especially the Engineer- 
ing News, of New York, have praised it highly and have pointed 
out that the Association of Congresses of Navigation alone had 
undertaken to bring out so important a catalogue, giving as it does, 
in its editions of 1908 and 1912, the principal volumes relating to 
hydraulic questions and works which have been published, and the 
articles which have appeared in periodicals from 1892 to 1910, in- 
cluding sundry reports, communications and studies on Maritime 
Works and Civil Engineering which have been brought forth by 
the Congresses of Navigation since 1886. 

In conformity with the decision adopted by the Permanent 
Board at its meeting of May 15, 1911, complementary bibliographic 
notes, collected in a volume, will be issued every five years. 

The members of the Permanent Board and the States which sup- 
port the Association have received the Map of the Waterways of 
Germany prepared from official documents by our Colleague Herr 
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Doktor (Ingr.) SympAer, Geheimer Oberbaurat, Vortragender Rat 
in the Mindsterium der of fentlichqn Arbeiten, Berlin. 

The present map, when compared with the one placed at the 
disposal of the members of the Association in 1905, shows the fol- 
lowing improvements : rivers naturally navigable, or made so by 
regulation, canalized rivers, canals in operation, under construction 
or proposed are distinguished by different colors. £ igures show the 
depths of the rivers at a low stage and at mean low water. The 
lengths and widths of locks appear on the map. The lengths of the 
streams are given in kilometres. The map shows the railways and 
all places which are of importance lor circulation by water or rail, 
and especially transshipping points.

This amount had been estimated at 354,819.58 

Giving an increase of ics 15,710.89 

This increase arises from credits appropriated for 1912 but not 
spent during the year and without deduction of a sum of 26,300 
francs which represents the depreciation noted for the nominal capi- 
tal of 200,000 francs of 3 per-cent Belgian State boiids carried in 
the possession of the Association at the quotation of December, 31, 
1912. 

This amortization was made to satisfy the remarks of Messrs. 
Juncker and de Thierry who, in rneir report of March 18, 1912, 
auditing the accounts, stated that it seemed more rational to esti- 
mate the value of the Belgian State bonds, in the balance sheet at 
the end of the year, at the prices given on the Stock Exchange when 
the year ended. 

It is considered proper to remark that if, on the one hand, the 
assets of the Association depreciate a little by reason of a drop in 
the quotations of public securities, there has been collected every 
year, on the other hand, interest at 3 per-cent, whereas the funds 
deposited with the Caisse gtntrale cPifargne bring in only 2 per-cent. 
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It is hoped, moreover, that the depreciation above mentioned will 
not be final. It is believed to be the consequence of a special and 
momentary condition which has struck all State bonds.

Report of the Executive Committee 

On the General Situation of the Permanent International 
Association of Congreses of Navigation, from May 1, 
1913 to April 30, 1914. 



To the Members of the Permanent International Board of Con- 
gresses of Navigation. 

Gentlemen, 

It is a great pleasure for us, in beginning this Report, to be able 
to state that the Association is still moving forward. 

This prosperity shows that the Governments, the Corporate bodies 
and the Members belonging to the Association recognize and 
appreciate the usefulness of the international Congresses of Navi- 
gation. 7 he Association has, therefore, attained its end and finds 
in its success a strong incentive to hold to the line which it has laid 
down. 

Each Congress calls forth an important set of reports which give 
the result of the most recent studies of the Engineers who have to do 
with maritime works and inland navigation. 

The construction, improvement and technical operating of 
navigable highways and ports and also the commercial and 
economic questions connected therewith, form the subject of articles 
discussed at the meetings of the Congresses not only by the reporters 
but also by persons whose competence in these matters cannot be 
gainsaid.

CHAPTER I. 
Work of the Association. 

Next Congress. 

The Xlllth International Congress of Navigation will be held at 
Stockholm in 1915, probably in August; the exact date will be set 
by the Members of the Board who will meet at Brussels on 
May 28, 1914. 

Everything leads to suppose that the meeting will be very 
successful and have a wide scientific range. The questions borne 
on the programme will bring forth interesting reports, a set of 
which will be sent to the Members of the Association a month 
or two before the date of opening the Congress. 

Colonel Hansen , Secretary General of the A7//th Congress, is 
actively engaged in forming a local Swedish Committee of Organ- 
ization of which the duty will be, by virtue of Article T of the 
By-laws, to form committees of patronage, administration, recep- 
tion, excursions, etc. ; to prepare the halls for the Congress and to 
secure lodgings in Stockholm for the Members of the Congress. 



As the Executive Committee is desirous to facilitate and to make 
attractive the trip which will have to be taken in 1915 in order to 
reach Stockholm, it has proposed to Colonel Hansen that 
they shall act together in choosing the best route by which 
to reach Sweden from some given city where the members could 
meet and whence the journey could be made under favorable 
conditions. The question is under study; a circular will be sent to 
the members in ample time to give them full information on the 
subject. 

In order to insure the technical success of the Congress, the 
Executive Committee, has been engaged in finding reporters. On 
August 30, 1913, after having taken the necessary steps in Belgium, 
it invited the assistance of the Heads of delegations of the various 
countries represented on the Permanent Board. 

This call was heard and the communications mentioned below 
came successively to the offices of the Secretary General :

Dear Sir, 

We have just been informed that you. have kindly undertaken to prepare 
an article for the XHIth Congress of Navigation to be held at Stockholm 
in 1915. For this, we beg you to accept our congratulations and our thanks. 

The Rules of the By-laws for the preparation of reports accompany this 
letter and all the reporters are requested to act in accordance therewith. 

The reports for the Xlllth Congress will be many; they will have to be 
translated into the three languages (English, French, German), a matter 
requiring a great deal of time. Finally, all the articles treating the same 
question or communication have to be handed over to a General Reporter 
whose work has also to be translated and printed in the three Languages 
a bove- ment ioned . 

It is, therefore, easy to see how much time is necessary for the publica- 
tion of the many reports of our Congresses. But if you will kindly consider 
further, that, the publications finished, they must reach the members of the 
Association, scattered all over the world, ra plenty of time to be read and 
studied before the opening of the Congress, you will see that it is indispens- 
able to conform strictly to the time allowed for sending the reports in to the 
Executive Committee. 

The articles, type-written , must reach us (preferably in triplicate) at the 
latest eight months before the opening of the Congress. As the Congress 
of Stockholm will be held in July or August 1015 (the exact date being fixed 
by the Permanent Board next May), the latest moment for sending the 
reports to the Executive Committee must be set for November 1, 1914. We 
beg you to bear this date well in mind and not to let it be extended, but 
rather, if possible, let it be anticipated. We appeal, on this point, to all 
your courtesy and to your devotion to the international labors of the Con- 
gresses of Navigation. 

Sundry publications of the Association are sent to you by this mail: 

1° CoHection of the resolutions and conclusions set forth at the twelve 
Congresses of Navigation, a work which contains a carefully arranged table 
of the subjects studied by these Congresses; 
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2° By-laws of the Association; 

3° Programme of the labors of the Congress ; 

4° Specimen report of the previous Congress.

bringing the resolutions side by side, an effective cooperation between 
the groups can be mac&e possible and easy and their influence either on 
public authorities or on public opinion can be made more powerful,

The questionaries mention, among others, the following point 


which has not been clearly understood by some correspondents : 


4° Please add, if possible, a schematic plan at the works to be 


carried out t showing the principal dimensions, depths of water, etc. 


Instead of small schematic plans, the Secretary General received 


very complete detailed plans on a large scale; big, colored general 


plans. In order to turn these ckcuments to account, it was necessary 
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to call in draughtsmen so as to obtain sketches to auswer the end 
sought. The consequences were : additional expense and delay in 
the publication of the articles. 

May we be allowed to invite the attention of the Heads of the 
delegations to this slight misunderstanding so that it may not occur 
again when a new series of questions shall be sent out. 

Last year, the Executive Committee in its report and the Perma- 
nent Board at its general meeting dwelt on the importance of pas- 
sing to the credit of the Association publications or innovations of 
international interest such, for example, as the rules for determing 
the gauge of inland vessels adopted between the countries of 
Central Europe after the Congress of The Hague. 

The articles which have just been published on the maritime 
works and on those for inland navigation of France and its colo- 
nies; of Belgium and the Netherlands; of Germany, Hungary, 
Switzerland and Turkey; of Brazil and Canada, and of Sweden, 
take on a character of international interest which should pe pointed 
out. Now that the first step has been taken, it were to be wished 
that the other countries should follow along the same line, and pre- 
pare, for their harbor and maritime works, articles similar to those 
mentioned above. There are in England, the two Americas, Italy, 
Japan and many other countries interesting works in regard to 
which it would be a great advantage for our Association to be 
informed. An earnest appeal cs made to the good' will of all. 
Actions speak louder than words. 

The Executive Committee, acting in accordance with this order of 
ideas, published the collection of resolutions and conclusions of the 
Congresses. This collection has been spoken of already. 

Our esteemed colleague, Mr. de Joly, stated at the Willebroeck 
meeting last year " that the French Government had just prepared 
" new regulations for inland navigation ". This statement was a 
little premature because these regulations did not appear in the 
Journal Officiel iintil March 27 last. 

The Executive Committee has this precious document. It has 
collected also the German and Dutch regulations and will t be able 
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hereafter to see whether there may not be culled from all these docu- 
ments a sufficient number of general and uniform rules and pre- 
scripts to form a code of navigation which would be acceptable to 
those States which have between them common lines of transporta- 
tion by water. The delicacy of the work is evident but the service to 
be rendered' to boatmen is great and 'if each and all apply their 
good will the object may by attained, and on that day the Associa- 
tion will have made a long step forward in its mission and will 
have deserved well of inland navigation. 

Unity of measurement for inland boats ; unity of river mortgages ; 
unity of lights and signals; unity of regulations! Such is the ideal 
which our Association ought by rights to pursue.

The library of the Association received during the year several 
interesting publications of which the list is given as an annex at the 
end of this report. 

Each of the members of the Permanent Board has received a copy 
of the Report of the Dutch-Belgian Commission appointed to study 
the canalization of the part of the Meuse which forms the boundary 
between Belgium and the Netherlands. This included a volume of 
text and a large atlas of plates of which the Departement of Public 
Works of Belgium had placed a hundred copies gratuitously at the 
disposal of the Association. 

The American Section of the Association pas also been so kind 
as to send to the members of the Permanent Board a copy of the very 
interesting report on the Panama Canal for 1913. 
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CHAPTER II 

Propaganda carried on in favor of the Association 

During the past year, the Executive Committee has devoted much 
time and labor to bringing new States and Corporate bodies into the 
Association. It has been happily seconded in the accomplishment 
of this task by various members of the Board. The following are 
the results obtained: 

States 

Thirty-six Governments of States now grant their support and 
a subvention to the Association* Peru and the Republic of Ecuador, 
not having paid thctr subvention for several years, are considered 
as having withdrawn their support. 

In England^ the endeavors made by our colleagues, Sir Cecil 
Herstlet and Sit H . A, Yorkt\ to bring over the British Government 
to a complete and unreserved support of the work of our Association 
have been crowned with success. This Government informs us that 
it becomes a member of the Association both for Inland Navigation 
as well as for Navigation over seas and that it raises its annual 
subvention from 2500 to 6000 francs. 

It is only meet that the congratulations and thanks already sent 
to the two colleagues named above should be repeated in this report. 

Encouraged by this great success, the Executive Committee 
begged Sir Cecil Herstlet to be so kind as to intercede with the 
English Government with a view of bringing in the English colonies 
as members of the Association. 

Corporate Bodies and Members. 



After having had the satisfaction of registering several Corpo- 
rate bodies and many individuals as members of the Association, 
your committee regrets being obliged to strike off from the lists of 
numbers, in accordance with the advice of Colonel San ford, 10 Cor- 
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purate Bodies and BO private persons in. the United States. Accord- 
ing to the declaration of our American Colleague, these members 
had joined the Association only to take part m the Congress of 
Philadelphia and to receive the publications of that Congress. 

During a trip to Europe in 1913, Mr, Corikell, C, E., an Ame- 
rican member of the Board, whose zeal as an apostle you all know, 
began, of his own accord, a correspondence with Si? Arthur Yurke 
and Lord Skutileworth at London having m view the creation in 
England of a Committee to carry on a propaganda in favor of our 
Association after the manner of what has been doftc in the United* 
States. So far, only seven societies and 64 personal members belong, 
in Great Britain, to the Association, This is but a small showing 
for an empire which occupies beyond any question the most important 
position in the world in so for as navigation is concerned. If such a 
committee were formed there is no doubt that a very large number 
of members would be obtained, that England would tak? in the 
Association the prominent place which is her due and that the 
dream of holding one of our Congresses of the near future in that 
country might be entertained. 

Sir Cecil H erst let and Sir Arthur Ymkt consider that the eom- 

btee to be formed should be independent of the British Govern- 
ment, but that the official delegates of that Government might be 
appointed Honorary Presidents of the committee. This title which 
carries with if no responsability bears evidence of a kindly interest 
in the committee. 

The Executive Committee agreed with this idea. 
Aside from the prsons mentioned above, the English committee 
can count on the assistance : 1° of Mr, Dunwoody, Engineer, former 
Secretary of the Royal Canals Commission (of which Lord Shut- 
tleword was President) and now Secretary of the Association of 
Chambers of Commerce of the United Kingdom, and 2* of Captain 
Lucius Kingston^ Consulting Engineer, at London. 

So we may augure well from the combined efforts of our English 
friends. 

In France, a campaign of propaganda was started in the early 
part of 1914 by Mr. Georges de fitly; this work being directed 
especially toward the young engineers who t having entered the 
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service after the Congress held at Paris in 1900, have not been 
urged directly to join the Association. 

In accordance with his desire, 250 copies of each the following 
documents have been seht to Mr. de Joly : 

By-laws of the Association; 

Application for membership; 

Programme of the labors of the Xlllth Congress; 

Collection of questions presented for study. 

The propaganda in question has produced its effects and some 
twenty applications for membership have been received. Further- 
more, the Head of the French delegation, Mr. Charguiraud, who 
has been a permanent member for many years, has had himself 
registered as a life-member of the Association. 

In January 1914, an engineer in Finland, Mr, Gunriar Lindqvist % 
mentioned to the Executive Committee thslt the Direction of Bridges 
and Roads of Finland as well as several private engineers would 
like very much to join the Association, and asked for some copies of 
the By-laws and applications for membership. A note of thanks 
was sent to Mr. Lindqvist for his interesting information. The 
printed matter sent to him was judiciously distributed, as many 
applications for membership have come in. 

In Switzerland, Mr. de Morlot, a member of the Permanent Board, 
started a propaganda in behalf of the Association. Congratulations 
and thanks have been sent to him. A first membership was recorded 
at the beginning of 1914 ; it is hoped that many others may follow. 

The question of the propaganda to be carried on in Hungary 
deserves to be noted. This very important country is certainly 
worthy of a more prominent place in our international Institution. 
Hungary has eight members in the Association, whereas Austria is 
represented by: 

7 corporate bodies each paying dues of 100 francs ; 

20 corporate bodies each paying dues of 10 francs ; 
4 life-members; 

80 permanent members. 



The disproportion between Austria and Hungary is striking and 
it is to be hoped that the latter country will make up for lost time. 

The Executive Committee deemed that the moment was propi- 
tious to bring the fact to the attention of the Chief of the Section : 
Mr. de Kvassay, by offering , if he were disposed to take matters 
in hand, to send him the necessary printed matter. The devotion 
which the Chief of the Hungarian delegation has always shown for 
the Association, justifies the hope that this proposition will be ac- 
cepted witi the earnest desire ^o pu it promptly on the road to 
realization. 

In Belgium, our Secretary General, Mr. Richald, has sent a copy 
of the following letter to various .engineers of the Ponts et Chaus- 
sees. 

My dear Comrade, 

I think it worth while to. bring the Permanent International Association 
of Congresses of Navigation to youx attention. This Association publishes 
very interesting documents of which the value is greater than the amount 
of the annual dues. 

Seeing what a matter of interest it is for you to be kept abreast of the 
works and studies which relate to inland and over-seas navigation, I can 
only urge upon you to join the Association, beginning with the year 1914. 

It is well to remark that 1915 will be a year fox the meeting of a Congress 
and that very interesting reports will be distributed to the members ot the 
Association. The admission of members during a Congress year requires 
the payment of dues amounting to 25 francs instead of 10 francs. It will 
be worth while, therefore, for you to join the Association from January 1, 
next, because in this way the dues remain constant at 10 francs a year.

Will this appeal be heard by the Belgian Engineers? Let us hope 
so in their own interest. 

Sundry admissions have increased the membership of many 
countries, thanks to the efforts of Permanent members to whom we 
extend our thanks. 

The Association has now 126 life members. 
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XlVth Congress. 



The Permanent International Board has ever in mind the next 
meetings of our Congresses and the Execute O enmittee starts, 
several years ahead, its inquiries as to the country which will receive 
the inheritance from former meetings. 

(^ngresses of the Association have been held in the Old World 
and tiie New, and die Association itself reaches to all parts of the 
earth. Each of its great meetings is so arranged ?s to increase its 
importance and to open new fields of action to its useful influence. 

At Saint-Petersburg, in 1908, Mr. Fa^ago, debate from Hun- 
gary, whom death has removed so prematurely, showed himself to 
be thoroughly disposed to apply to the & \ rnment of Hungary 
with a view to organizing a Congress at Budapest m the near future* 
The Hungarian members of the Heard will, there is no doubt, keep 
tins very important question well in mind so as to realize it com- 
tely some day. 

Meanwhile, the Executive Committee has turned its eyes toward 
London and Madrid, Quite a large corresj>ondence has been carried 
on with the representatives of England and Spain, the effects of 
which will be felt probably further on, the moment not being pro- 
rations, so it seems, to organize a Congress in either of these 
countries. 

It has also been proposed, but very mildly up 1" the present time, 
to hold the XlVth Congress in Egypt and to \ Suez Canal, 

so happily placed at the boundaries of Africa and Asia, where our 
Association has so many backers and where no meeting has ever 
yet been held, A Congress with Cairo as its seat and the Suez Canal 
as an excursion would certainly be lacking neither in interest nor 
utility fro u the standpoint of navigation and irrigation : the mari- 
time canal of Suez, the Assouan darn and the irrigated fields of the 
Nile offer to the specialists a vast field for study. 

The idea might therefore be worthy of scrums cenai deration but 
a first and preparatory condition to be satisfied would be Eg) 
becoming a member of our Association. The latter has among its 
members authorities who might be able to act usefully toward 
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attaining this end. The Executive Committee has already spoken 
about the matter with our eminent colleague Sk Cecil Hertslet. 

The question of the choice of a place for holding the XlVth Con- 
gress will be raised during the next meeting of the Permanent Inter- 
national Board at Brussels on May 28. 
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CHAPTER III 

Financial Situation 

In conformity with the decision of the Permanent International 
Board, at is meeting of June 19, 1913, the Executive Committee 
acquired a nominal capital of 100,000 francs in 4% Treasury certi- 
ficates issued by the State of Belgium. 

This is a very advantageous investment for the Association which 
receives an annual interest of 4% and also the difference between 
the purchase price of fcs. 98,100 and the price of redemption gua- 
ranteed at par in 1917. 

This appears on the balance sheet at the ccst of purchase which 
corresponds, within a few centimes, with the quotations on change 
of December 31, 1913. 

As to the Belgian bonds which are part of the securities on hand, 
they are taken up an the accounts at the quotations of the end of 1913 
and the loss in value of fcs. 4,T)00, noted for these securities as 
compared with the quotations of the previous December 31, has been 
carried to Profit and Loss. 

The assets of the Association amounted on December 31, 1913 

to fcs. 414,567.22 

It was represented by:

A. A nominal capital of fcs. 200,000 of 
Belgian 3 % bonds, 2d Series, carried 

at fcs 152,800.— 

B. A nominal capital of fcs. 100,000 of

3° Cash on deposit at the Savings Bank .... 105,161.26

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The difference between this sum and that of fcs. 365,000 taken 
up in our estimates of profits, viz. fcs. 49,567.22, represents the 
amount of the appropriations granted for 1913 but not spent during 
that year. A part of these appropriations appear again in the 
budget for 1914.

The Congress of Philadelphia of which the accounts are now 
closed, cost the Association a total sum of fcs. 149,848.31."* 

The cause of this heavy expense was explained in our preceding 
report. 

In collecting dues, the Secretary's office has followed the system 
adopted several years ago and Messrs. San ford, Westergaard, 
Hansen, Dimitrijevic and Carabelli have contined their kindness 
of former seasons by undertaking to collect the dues of the mem- 
bers inhabiting the United States, Denmark, Sweden, Servia and 
the Argentine Republic. 

The Executive Committee takes pleasure in once more expressing 
to them its lively thanks. 

In the matter of collecting dues, the years which follow immedi- 
ately after a Congress, as for example 1913, are not favorable as a 
rule, because a part of the new members have joined simply to take 
part in that Congress or to receive the collections of reports published 
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for that occasion and then leave the Association so soon as they 
have entered into possession of the documents. 

This explains the large number of resignations which had to be 
recorded in 1913, viz: 6 corporate bodies which paid annual dues of 
100 francs, 7 Corporate bodies which had put themselves down for 
100 francs a year and 54 permanent members. 

»ve have also had to drop from our lists the names of 
19 deceased members and of 54 members who e dues were more 
than two years behind. 

Furthermore, two States have been struck from the list of Govern- 
ments which patronize the Association, they are : Peru, which was 
for four years in default of its payments, and the Republic of 
Ecuador, which has never paid the grant for which it had 
subscribed.

Gentlemen, 

The Permanent International Commission, at its General 
♦ Meeting held at Brussels, the 28 th of May 1914, warmly con- 
gratulated and thanked Colonel HANSEN, after his statement 
concerning the arrangements made for the organisation of the 
sittings and excursions of the 13 th International Navigation 
Congress, which should have taken place at Stockholm in 
August 1915. 

The ordinary and general reporters were chosen, the 
General Organizing Commission for Sweden was constituted 
the 18 th of April 1914, persons of note had consented to be 
members of it, the Executive Committee of the General Com- 
mission was also appointed, and, finally, supreme ratification 
of all these efforts, of devoted cooperation, of influential inter- 
vention. King GUST AVE V was graciously pleased to grant his 
High Patronage to the 13 th Session of Navigation Congresses. 

The Brussels Executive Committee, in order to assure the 
technical success of the Congress, had devoted its" time to 
finding numerous reporters to cooperate, these reporters, 
chosen from the greatest number of countries possible, were 
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found through the kindness and medium of the Heads of the 
delegations. This appeal was not in vain. Ninety-seven 
reporters were inscribed. Their names appeared in the Report 
of the Executive Committee for 1 V> 1 3-1 1 -1 and in the account 
of the sitting of the Permanent Committee held at Brussels, 
the 28 th of May 11* 1 1. The memoranda should have reached 
the Executive Committee the 1"' of December 1014 at the 
latest.

allowed. This was certainly a very good omen. 

The Executive Committee had prepared the letters to he 
sent to the members of the Permanent Committee, begging them 
to make known, in the name of their respective Governments, 
the Vice-Presidents and Secretaries chosen to form the Gene- 
ral Presiding Committee and the Sectional Committees. 

The Belgian Public Works Department had placed extra 
premises at the disposal of the General Secretary, at n° lb* rue 
de Loxum, Brussels, in order to assure*, under the best condi- 
tions, the sending of the reports of the l:j lh Congress to mem- 
bers of the Association, to Corporations and to the Govern- 
ments. The fitting up of these premises was finished in 
August H» 14. 

Lastly, as a result of the invitation scut by the Swedish 
Government to the Governments of the States subsidising the 
Association urging them to be represented by delegations at the 
Stockholm Congress, notification of the names of the delegates 
chosen by Algeria, Bulgaria, Chili, China, Russia, and 
Switzerland were received by the Executive Committee. The 
other Governments who had been invited were on the point 
of making their official delegates known. 

The Stockholm Congress therefore promised well. Every- 
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thing was arranged, organised ; in the principal countries of 
the world people were working with a view to contributing to 
its success, to the success of this great scientific work, under- 
taken in the interests of Humanity, when, abruptly, all work 
was stopped !

Ultimatum to Belgium. 

Sunday, the 2 u,! of August 101 -I, tit 7 o'clock in the evenings 
H. E. The German Minister at Brussels handed to II. E. The 
Belgian Minister of Foreign Affairs, an ultimatum, which 
called upon Belgium, under the menace of being treated as 
an enemy, to consent, within twelve hours, to deliver her 
territory to the German troops (See, Annex. I.). 

The reply of the Belgian Government, drawn up during" the 
night at a seance at which H. M. ALBERT I, King of the 
Belgians, presided, was delivered the morning of the next 
day, August 3 nl , to the German Legation at Brussels, before 
the expiry of the delay fixed. 

After having declared the Loyalty of Belgium to her inter- 
national obligations, a loyalty proved by a past without 
reproach, the answer proudly proclaimed, in the terms 
reproduced in Annexe I, that the Government of the King of 
the Belgians chose without hesitation the path of Justice and 
Honour. 

As 10 o'clock in the morning on the 1 th of August 1914 an 
extraordinary seance of the two Chambers was held at 
Brussels. 

The whole assembly rose and remained standing while the 
King pronounced a speech (see Annex I) in which he said : 

« If the stranger, in defiance of the Neutrality of -which we 
have always scrupulously observed the exigencies, violates our 
territory, he will find all the Belgians gathered around their Sove- 
reign, who will never betray His Oath to the Constitution, 
and round the Government which possesses the confidence of 
the entire Nation ». 

« I have faith in our destiny; a country that defends itself 
commands the respect of all : that country never perishes ». 
« God will be with us in this just cause ». 
« Long live Belgium Independant ». 
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The Invasion by the German imperial troops. 
The occupation of the Association's premises. 

» 
On the morning of the 4 th of August 191-1, the German impe- 
rial troops violated the Neutrality of Belgium. It was only on 
the 20 th of August that the 4 th Army Corps arrived before 
the unfortified town of Brussels. 

Between the 20 th of August and the 6 th of September the 
German authorities took possession of the ministerial buildings 
one after the other, on Monday, the 7 til of September 191 1, a 
naval detachment occupied the private premises of the Con- 
gresses of Navigation, adjoining the Department of Roads and 
Bridges, and installed itself there « inaiiu militari », though 
the Executive Committee had taken care to place on the doors 
a notice with the title of the Association in German, French 
and English and mentioning in large letters : « PR1VAT 
BUIIO ». 

The Executive Committe immediately took the necessary 
steps in order to find out the name of the German official 
who was charged with the administration of civil buildings, 
as soon as his name and address were know the following- 
letter of protestation was sent :

The next day, the 15 th of September 1914, Mr DUFOURNY,

I. This precautionary measure was taken by the General Secretary 
because the Brussels newspapers announced, a fact which was confirmed 
later, that on the \^ u August, the day of the battle of Haelen, the cash of 
the llasselt branch of the National Hank (a private company) amounting 
to two million franks had been taken from the manager., who was threa- 
tened with a revolver. Other forcible levies of this kind followed. 
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Inspection, during^ which nothing was taken, the safe was 
again closed by Mr Mertens who retained the key.

We feel quite confident that the Cnitcd States Delegation will be kind 
enough to oblige us, and we beg you to accept our hearty thanks and to 
convey the same to the members of the Delegation.

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At the end of the month of March 1915, the Executive 
Committee was advised by the » United States Legation at 
Brussels that all the American members of the Commission had 
met at Washington on the 13 ,h of February and that, after a 
long deliberation, they had agreed upon the terms of a circular 
to be sent to the principal delegates of all the States adhering 
to the Association. 

The circular set forth : 

a) the facts contained in the Executive Committee's letter 
of the 14»h of January 1915. 

b) the adjournment of the Stockholm Congress. 

c) the advisability of collecting, in each country, by the 
Delegation of the country, the annual subscriptions which 
the Executive Committee could not collect at the moment. 

In taking upon itself to send out this circular, the United 
States Delegation showed, as usual, the interest that it took 
in the Association. The Executive Committee considers it its 
duty to reiterate and to insert in this report the acknow- 
ledgments and thanks already expressed to Brigadier General 
BIXBY, principal American Delegate to the .Association. 

In 1915, Mr HELLEPUTTE, President of the Association, 
who resided at the Havre during the war with the Belgian 
Government, in his quality of Minister of Agriculture and of 
Public Works, having received confidential information from 
Brussels, felt obliged also to protest against the violation of 
the Association's Offices by the German military authorities, 
who thus acted once more in a manner contrary to the Hague 
Convention. 

He sent a circular letter to the members of the Permanent 
Council of the Association and pointing out to the Belgian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs the situation created by the 
German occupation of the premises, he requested him to make 
a protest on this subject and to bring the matter to the know- 
ledge of the States interested in the Association. 

Giving satisfaction to this request, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, at the Havre, begged the Spanish Government to 
address a clear and precise protestation to the German 
Imperial Government. 

This protestation was officially brought to the notice of the 
States patronizing the Association. 
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The Private Premises of the Association are again placed 
at the free disposal of the Executive Committee. 

The situation of the Association continued until March 1915, 
when a visit from Mr DKGKNKR, German General Referen- 
dary, to Mr DUFOURXY, President, brought about the deli- 
very of the offices of the Association to the Executive Com- 
mittee under the following conditions. 

With a view to providing for the administration of the 
occupied territory, under the cover of respect for the Hague 
Convention and with the written promise (1) to respect the 
patriotic sentiments of the Belgians, the German fcivil admi- 
nistration secured in particular the cooperation of the officials 
employed by the central Belgian Administration of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Public works of whom only a part 
was .necessary to assure the administrative and technical ser- 
vices. Mr DEGENER, General Referendary, thus got into touch 
with one of the Belgian members of the International Commis- 
sion of the Congresses of Navigation, Mr VANG AN SBERGHE, 
General Inspector of Roads and Bridges; maintained in office 
because of the requirements of the service. It was through 



(I) For documentary interest, it is indispensable to mention here that 
these promises were violated later on by the High German Authority ; 
the administrative separation of Belgium having been decreed by the 
occupying power, on the 2 1 M of May MU7.the great majority, in fact almost 
all of the officials one after the other in their turn, refused to execute this 
decree, or to take any part in the division of their country and inconse- 
quence to continue their service. Some of the high officials wore deported 
to Germany, for might was stronger than right, the Belgians had been 
undergoing the horrors of this maxim since the invasion. K vents having 
taken a disastrous turn for the armies of the Central Powers from the 
end of .July 1918, the German Governor General in Belgium decreed, the 
2l«k of October P.JI8, that « by reason of the military events » the admi-

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tenant and Acting Adjutant Uhlmann, we maintained, and we believe that 
it is our duty to insist, that the International Association is a private 
organisation, in no way dependent on the Belgian State, as is shown by 
the Regulations which we again present. (Ann. x II). 

This Association is patronised by the Governments of forty States, 
a list of which is enclosed together with a recapitulation of the countries, 
classed according to the importance of their subsidies, participation and 
subscriptions on the 31 st of March 1914. 

Germany figures in the list and occupies the 2 nd place from the point 
of allocations. In this list are mentioned the names of the official delegates 
forming the International Commission j>laced at the head of the Association 
and from among whom the Executive Committee, of Belgian nationality, is 
chosen 

On the 15th of September 1914 the Executive Committee was requested 
and forced to open the safe of the Association by order of Mr Nublingan 
officer of the Xaval Board of Works. 

Since then, access to the premises, the archives and the safe has been for- 
bidden us. M "c had however placed on each door a card with the name of 
the Association and bearing the mention « Privat Burn ». The safe therefore 
remains in the hands of the German authorities . Its principal contents are 
to the value of 425,000 franks represented by vouchers for the deposit of 
debentures and money and also two Savings-bank books. 

Pursuant to the conclusions of our letter of the 14 th September 1914 we hope, 
that the facts here recalled to mind will induce you, more so than last year, 
to be good enough :

The premises of the Association having been replaced at 
the disposal of the Executive Committee the latter informed 
the Ministers of the United States, of Spain, of Italy, of the 
Netherlands, of Sweden and of China of this "in a letter thus 
worded :

In a letter, dated the 9 th of January last, we had the honour of pointing 
out to you in what situation were the Offices of the Permanent Interna- 
tional Association of Congresses of Navigation. This situation has just 
been modified notably as a result of the steps we took with the German 
civil Authorities 

On the 30*h of last month, Capt. von Stoessel, of the Brussels Oomman- 
dantur, invited us to reoccupy, on the I st of May, the. premises of the 
Association and to make out, according to our expressed wish, previous 
to a definite reoccupatiou, a complete and contradictory inventory of the 
furniture, the archives, the registers and the contents of the safe of the 
Association. 

As a result of the interview between the German delegates and those 
of the Association a report, of which please find a copy enclosed, was t 
drawn up. 

A list of the objects removed was made out by us and transmitted, on 
the I5 tl » inst. to the afore mentioned Capt. van Stoessel, who has 
undertaken to have a search made for the ob.ects. We are a waiting the 
result. 

The Kxecutive Committee has therefore again taken possession of its 
offices and is busy putting them to rights and in working order.

On the 4 th of June 1914, our English Colleague Sir Cecil 
HERTSLEThad the pleasure of being able to announce, to the 
Executive Committee, that the Union of South Africa had given 
its adhesion to the International Association of Congresses of 
Navigation and would pay an annual subsidy of 250 francs. 

On the 6 th of June 1914, the Executive Committee wrote 
Sir Cecil Hertslet begging him to thank, in the name of the 
Association, the Union Government. Thanks were also sent, 
in the name of the International Commission, to Sir Cecil 
HERTSLET for his kind cooperation in view of obtaining the 
adhesion of this important group of British Colonies. 

These thanks deserve to be repeated in this Report. 

Corporations and Members. 

In all countries the propoganda usually made in favour of 
the Association, by the Members of the Commission and by 
the Members of the Association, was stopped by the war. 

This is notably the case for Italy where an active propo- 
ganda had commenced in May 1914, under the auspices of 
M 1 TORRI, General Inspector, chief Italian Delegate, with the 
cooperation of M r AngeloFORTI, Engineer of Milan.

As we exppsed in detail at the beginning of this Report, 
the European war of 1914-1919 ren&ered the Meeting at 
Stockholm, in 1915, of the XIII International Congress of 
Navigation, impossible. 

This session is put off to an ulterior date according to the 
information we received, under date of April 13 th 1915, from 
H. M. the King of Sweden's Minister of Foreign Affairs, in a 
letter which we reproduce hereafter :

In our opinion, it is only proper that the debt of gratitude 
contracted by the Association towards our Swedish Colleague 
should be- duty recorded in the Annals of the International 
Institute of Congresses of Navigation, and we propose to you 
to inscribe, from now, the name of Mr HANSEN, the General 
Director, among the Genera!

Printing and Distribution of Documents. 

When the German troops took possession of the offices of 
the Association, on the 7 th of Scptembre 1914, the Executive 
Commit lee was arranging to send to the English-speaking 
Members the following publications, which had been already 
distributed to French and German speaking Members : 

1) 4 pamphlets containing notices relative to maritime and 
inland navigation enterprises, either decided upon or termi- 
nated in 1913, in the following countries,: France, Algeria, 
Corsica, Tunisia, the Principality of Monaco, Belgium and 
Holland, Brazil and Canada, Germany, Hungary, Switzerland 
and Turkey; 

2) A notice on the subject of the undertaking to improve the 
R u pel by Mr H. VANDER V1N, Chief Engineer, Director of 
Roads and Bridges at Autwerp; 
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3) Largo output plants for the handling of different goods in 
ports, by Mr HARDING, Consulting Engineer of Freight ter- 
minals, New-York; 

4) Report of the Executive Committee on the general 
situation of the Association from the l 8t May 1913 to the 
30 th April 1914; 

5) Report of the meeting held at Brussels on the 28 th of 
May 1914, by the Permanent International Commission of 
Congresses of Navigation. 

These publications will remain at the offices of the Associa- 
tion till forwarding becomes easier. 



Works executed or prepared during the -war. 

A) Office wokk. 

Article 6 of the Regulations notably provides that : 

« The Executive Committee... has charge of the library f 
archives and documents. » 

The reduced staff at the disposal of the General Secretary 
could not, until 1914, entirely fulfill the obligations resulting 
from this text. 

The library existed but there was no catalogue. 

Archives. — The documents were enclosed in 258 covers 
but they were neither numbered, nor scheduled and they were 
not analyzed. It was necessary to rely on the memory of a 
single employee for all quests. 

The publications were stored in different parts of the 
premises of the Association, but no inventory existed. 

Documents. — No index of the receipt or despatch of 
correspondence wr.s kept. 

To satisfy the spirit of the Stattits of the Association was 
evidently an end to be obtained ; during the troubled period 
which we traversed, the General Secretary utilised, to this 
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end, the services of the reduced staff of which he disposed ; 
after having put in order the offices and premises which had 
hewn completely upset during the military occupation which 
began on the 7 th of September 1914 and ended the l 8t of 
May 19 1 5. 

A work of documentation has also been prepared. It con- 
sists in the methodical arrangement o^ the reports of the 
different Congresses of Navigation, according to the matters 
treated. Seventy-eight boxes thus containing special surveys 
<liscusttions, conclusions and bibliographical notes relating to 
these matters have been got together and classed according to 
the methodical table of matters of the Congresses of Navi- 
gation inserted in the pamphlet relative to the Work of the 
XII Congress of Navigation, a pamphlet which was distri- 
buted in 1913 to the Members of the Association.

Our Colleagues : Messrs DEKING DURA, db MORLOT, 
HANSEN and WESTERGAARD, members of the Permanent 
Commission, with whom we were able to keep in touch during 
the war, unanimously approved the idea of having the reports, 
which arrived at the Offices, printed as soon as possible so 
as to preserve their present interest. 
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Thus the bond which was severed during the terrible years 
that have passed since 1914 will be re-established. 



Subsidies and Subscriptions paid during the -war. 

In the second half of 1915, as soon as circumstances per- 
mitted, the General Secretary, either through diplomatic 
channels or by the post, after the letters we re censored, renewed 
relations with the Delegates of the different neutral countries 
patronizing the Association, begging them to be good enough 
to take the necessary steps to approach their Governments 
with a view to obtaining the payment of the subsidies granted 
to the Association. 

This request was well received. We must especially tender 
ourthanks to Messrs WESTERGAARD, ARENAL, DEKING 
DURA, du PLESS1S i>e RICHELIEU, HANSEN, and dk 
MO RLOT the respective Delegates of Denmark, Spain, Hol- 
land, Siam, Sweden and Switzerland. 

Messrs WESTERGAARD, DEKING DURA, HANSEN 
and dk MORLOT attended to the collection of the subscrip- 
tions of members and corporations, Mr WESTERGAARD 
was able to obtain the payment of the Danish members' 
subscriptions till 1910, and we are particularly grnteful to him 
for it. Messrs DEKING DURA, HANSEN, ARENAL and 
de MORLOT were able to collect the subcriptions of Dutch, 
Swedish, Spanish and Swiss members for 1915, we beg these 
gentlemen to accept here the renewed assurance of our deep 
gratitude for the interest that they manifested during the 
war in the Congresses of Navigation. 

On the 30 th of April 1915. M 1 HELLEPUTTE, the President 
addressed a circular letter to the members of the Permanent 
Council informing them of the adjournment of the XIII Con- 
gress and requesting them to receive the subsidies and sub- 
scriptions for 1914 and 1915 due in their countries, and to 
forward them in full or by fractions to the President of the 
Association at the Havre. 

Thanks to this measure the interests of the Association were 
safeguarded, as far as possible, in the greater part of the 
countries interested. 
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M r HELLEPUTTE, the President, during his stay at the 
Havre. in order to examine questions relating to theAssociation 
kept in touch with the following members of the Permanent 
International Commission :

The renewal of international relations will permit us later 
to learn what was done by other delegates in other countries. 
The next Report will render an account of this. 



The table given on the next page shows in a suggestive 
manner the subsidies and subscriptions, amounting to 
46,543.32 franks, paid during the war and known to this 
date at the Secretary's Office. They were paid either directly 
to the Association, or to some foreign bank, or to the President 
M r HELLEPUTTE, at the Havre, thanks to the devoted coop- 
eration of members of the Permanent Commission. 

This table will have to be completed later, for it is probable 
that the delegates of the greater number of overseas countries, 
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with whom it was not possible to correspond, will have received 
a part of the subsidies of their Governments and the subscrip- 
tions of a certain number of members. 

We have, as a matter of fact, already mentioned that, during 
a seance held on the 13 th of February 1915 at Washington, by 
the American members of the International Commission it had 
been decided to address a circular letter to the Head Delegates 
of all the States, begging them, among other things, to 
collect in their respective countries, the annual subscriptions 
that the Executive Committee found impossible to receive. 
We beg our devoted Colleagues of the United States to once 
again accept our cordial thanks for their valuable coope- 
ration. •

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Indemnities for dear Living 
allowed to the staff in the Employ of the Association. 



During the war from 1914 to 1918, Belgium was subject 
to a reign of terror without precedent in her history. A formi- 
dable military occupation, a part of the German Empires 
contending army living at the Country* s Expense, deprived it 
of the greater part of its crops, food and industrial products. 
The frontiers being closed, all the matters necessary to main- 
tain life became scarce and costly, and gradually reached 
exorbitant prices, particularly from the year 1916. 

The central depots organised by the Germans under the 
fallacious pretext of helping the Belgian population, were 
organisms created solely, for monopolizing for their own 
immediate use and benefit nearly ihe whole of the supplies oj 
whatever kind. 

Ihe National Alimentation and Aid Committee, and the 
Communal Shops, created for the purpose of helping the popu- 
lation % were unfortunately only provided with very limited 
supplies. The rationed portions, were far from being sufficient 
to satisfy the wants of the human existences that it was 
necessary to preserve. 

The community was therefore compelled to buy at inordi- 
nate prices everything absolutely indispensable, in the way of 
food and clothing, and this increased expenditure was quite 
out of proportion to its stationary or reduced means. All were 
therefore obliged to appeal either to the Public Autho- 
rities, or private charitable organizations, Public bodies, 
employers, etc., according to circumstances. 

In the presence of this exceptional situation, and for the 
sake of humanity, and social preservation, urgent measures of 
siid were taken by all those having a staff under their control : 
compensation for the anormal cost of living, increase of 
emoluments, food canteens, cooperative dealing, advances for 
various acquisitions made in common, etc. 
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The Secretary General mindful of the situation of the three 
subordinates in his department, was one of the first to admit 
the principle of a helpful intervention in favour of his staff, 
being prompted by the dispositions taken, the progressive 
rates adopted by other official and private organisms, lie 
allowed the three aforesaid employees an indemnity for dear 
living which Ihey gratefully appreciated. 

The Secretary General having been able during the war to 
remain in communication with various foreign members of the 
International Commission, he naturally informed them of the 
situation and of the measures he had taken. The Delegates 
thus advised Mr DEKING DURA, Holland, Mr i>e MOR- 
LOT, Switzerland; Mr HANSEN, Sweden; Mr WESTER- 
GAARD, Denmark, unanimously approved of the special 
allowances that had been made. 

The Governments of the above mentioned countries having 
paid their annual subsidy to the Association they were 
naturally desirous of knowing how the funds had been 
disposed of. 

We are convinced that the International Commission will 
entirely approve of the humanitarian measures which were 
taken and will ratify the outlay incurred. 

From a point of view of purely documentary interest we 
will here state what the Secretary General wrote on the 
6 1 " August 1918, to Mr Hansen the Swedish Delegate on the 
subject of the increasing dearness of living in Brussels, in 
order to justify the allowances for indemnities granted to the 
staff of the Secretary's office. 

He wrote. The following are a few of tlie.actual price** : 
Coal 'although the Belgian mines are for the most part in full work) is 
ouly dealt out to the civil population, 300 kilogr per household every 
three months, at the price of II francs per 100 kilogr. Certain merchants, 
disposing of small quantitcs, retail it at from 23 to 30 francs and over 
the 100 kilogr. Before the war coal was sold on an average at fr. 4. — 
the 100 kilogr. delivered in the cellar. 

The food products in limited quantities which can be procured freely 
cost, eggs fr. 1,40 each, butcher's meat fr. 1 7, to -.2 per kilogr in the 
communal shops, pork fr. 30 to fr. 40, according to quality, milk from 
fr 1,40 to fr. 2 20 per liter. Butter has been distributed t*ice throughout 
Brussels since January 1918, at the rate of 300 grammes altogether for 
each person needless to say a ration card is necessary for ever\ thing. 
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The Spanish and Dutch Supply Committee, distribute a few commo- 
dities every fortnight, for the first half of July 300 grammes of lard, 
300 grammes cerealine and 50 grammes coffee. 

Supplies can be obtained at the Communal Shops every 15 days, a little 
sugar, jam, or artificial honey and occasionally some feculants, at a very 
high price, haricots fr. 10, and peas fr* 8, per kilo. 

The daily ration of bread at the present time is 270 grammes. 

The distribution of potatoes is irregular; during the first 5 months of 
1918 only amounting to 20 kilos per head.

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CHAPTER IV 
Special communications. 



The Library of the University of Lou vain. 

In the tragic night of the 25 th of August 1914, the 
renowned library of the Catholic University of Louvain, 
became a prey to the flames, the building having been 
intentionally set on fire by the German imperial troops. 

With the view to aiding its reconstitution, several organisa- 
tions, especially the Society of Lovers of Books and Monu- 
ments, of Belgium, are engaged in collecting publications and 
works which are offered gratuitously by persons and associa- 
tions, who are desirous of cooperating in, and contributing to 
this work, on which is lavished the unanimous sympathy of 
the civilized world. 

Therefore, the General Secretary of the International Asso- 
ciation of Congresses of Navigation, made a gift, in the name 
of this Association, to the University of Louvain, of the 
following works : 

1 ?t Account of the Congresses of Milan, 1903 and of St-Petersburg 
1908; 

2 nd Hundred and nineteen reports in four parts and an account of the 
work of the XII Congress of Navigation. Philadelphia 1912;

In these volumes the Society of Lovers of Books and Monu- 
ments of Belgium has placed the « Ex-dono » which it had 
caused to be made and has addressed the Association its most 
sincere thanks for its interesting contribution. 

Requisition of Copper. 

The numerous requisitions of all sorts made in Belgium by 
the German Authorities did not affect the Association, except 
the one which related to the seizure of copper The order was 
« to deliver against payment, and a if anyone did not comply 
with the summons », the objects would be taken by force 
according to the notice without forfeiting the right of penal 
proceedings; this notice added that houses would be searched. 

On the front of the house where the Secretary to the Asso- 
had his Office, was an engraved brass plate, the dimensions 
of which were 20 in. x 16 in. x 1/8 in. and- weighing 8 3/4 lbs; 
it had cost 60 francs and was requisitioned for 12 francs; no 
matter what the object, the German Authorities had fixed the 
uniform price of 3 francs per kilog. of brass. 

The respect of private property on the one hand and the 
International character of the Association on the other hand, 
were the reasons for which the General Secretary addressed 
a request to Mr Dcgcncr, the General Referendary to the 
Minister of Agriculture and Public Works, on the 2 ud of 
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March 1917 with a view to not being obliged to deliver up the 
brass plate in question. This request received no favorable 
reply. See Appendix VII, entitled « Exchange of Corres- 
pondence '>. 

Not having received the order from the German Autho- 
rities to deliver the plate, as was the procedure in other 
cases, the General Secretary refrained from causing the plate 
to be taken down. After the expiration of the delay allowed 
to the different Quarters of the Town, some contingents of 
German soldiers equipped with special tools, which are usually 
seen in other hands, scoured the streets of the Capital, pulled 
down by force the objects which had not been given up, and 
thus on the 9 th of August 1917 the plate of the Association 
was violently taken away « raanu militari » . 

This little incident deserves mentioning for in Germany the 
seizure of qopper was presented to the public in quite a diffe- 
rent manner. It will be sufficient to quote hereunder an extract 
from a censured paper « The Koenigsberg Zeitung » of 
March 2p th , ipiy 9 page 2, col. 3; without commentary : 

We hear from Brussels : • It is known that the Belgian Government 
fled from the country taking away the money of the National Bank 
and of the Savings Bank with it, causing financial embarrassment to a 
great many Belgians. To-day poverty is keenly felt in Belgium and the 
unhappy Belgians are reduced to the necessity of selling their copper 
and brass ustensils to the German Authorities, who for the sake of 
humanity buy at a price which amply satisfies the sellers.* 



Earthquake in Italy. ' 

The Association itself so cruelly wronged, could not, at the 
time that Belgium was suffering at the hands of the invader, 
remain insensible to a disaster, which was announced in the 
newspapers of January 1915 « Frightful Earthquake in Italy ». 

As soon as the association heard the sad news, the Execu- 
tive Committee addressed the following letter of condolence 
to the Italian Minister in Brussels : 
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Sir, 



Brussels, January 46 th 1915. 



We are grieved to learn that Italy, who suffered so much but lately 
from th£ disastrous earthquakes in Sicily and Calabria, has Just been 
thrown into sorrow and mourning by a new cataclysm. Some towns 
have suffered terribly, in the province of Rome especially, thousands 
of the inhabitants have lost their lives in the upheaval. 

At the time that a frightful war is laying the whole of Belgium waste, 
and ruining our unhappy country, causing so much sorrow, suffering 
and mourning among the inhabitants, we feel particularly sensible to 
the misfortune which has overtaken a vast region of Italy. Your

Floods in Holland. 



In the course of the dreadful war which was then going on, 
Holland also learned what suffering was, that caused by 
disastrous floods in January 1916. The charitable welcome 
that the Belgians met with when fleeing for refuge before the 
invaders of our* land in the towns and villuges of Holland, 
tended to increase the sympathy that we felt for our brethren. 
This sympathy was expressed by the Secreary General, in the 
name of the Executive Committee, in the following letter, 
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<laled January 24 th , 1916 and addressed to Messrs VAN DER 
SLEYDEN and DEKING DURA, members of the Permanent 
Commission at the Hague. 

The replies of the 5 th and 14 th February 1916 which 
Mr Deking Dura sent us on behalf of the members of the

small souvenir. 

In the name of the Association Mr HELLEPUTTE imme- 
diately thanked Mr Anselmi warmly for having undertaken to 
announce this generous gift to us, which will increase the 
Italian participation in our work. He added that the Report 
of the Executive Committee, distributed to members, of the 
Association all over the world, would make known the special 
cooperation of the late General BIGOTTl in an institution 
in the prosperity of which he had taken an interest for so many 
years. He begged Mr Anselmi to be kind enough to inform the 
family of the regretted deceased of the grateful remembrance 
that the Association would guard both of this generosity and 
of this collaboration.

The International Association of Railway Congresses, the 
International Union of Tramways and of Railways of Local 
Interest having been sequestered with regard to the property 
and interests belonging to subjects of the Central Powers and 
their Allies by virtue of the Belgian law of the 10 ,h Novem- 
ber 1918, the Executive Committee was warned, at the begin- 
ning of May 1919, that the Association of Congresses of Navi- 
gation fell under the application of this law. 
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The Public Prosecutor intevening, the President of the >" 
Inferior Court sitting at Brussels, by his order of the 22 nd of 

May 1919 decided thus and designated Mr Pholien, advocate '; 
of the Brussels Court of Appeal, as sequestrator with regard to 

the funds that these subjects possess in the Permanent Inter- I 

national Association of Congresses of Navigation. "J 

By a letter of the 4 th of June last, Mr Pholien begged the "? 

General Secretary te give him some information concerning * 

the foundation and the working of the Association and to let .j 

him know what funds or property subjects belonging to Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and Turkey possess in the 
Association. 

The first particulars were supplied to Mr Pholien ; as for the 
others, the statutes not forseeing any division, or refunding 
to members withdrawing from the Association, the seques- 
trator, after examining the exceptional case arising from the 
war, decided that in order to fix the amount which could be 
considered as due to the aforesaid countries, it was necessary 
to divide the assets between the different countries patroni- 
sing the Association in proportion to the subscriptions paid 
from 1903 (the first financial year) till the 4 th of August 1914, ' ; 

date when the Central Empires and their Allies ceased all 
payments, the whole of the subscriptions of Life members of $ 

the enemy countries,. amounting to 3,000 francs, must however 
be included in the sum to be attributed to these last nations. 

In these conditions, the total sum to be placed at the dis- J. 

posal of the sequestrator is estimated at 76,617.05 francs for 
the Members, Corporations and Governments of the Central .*■ 

Empires and their Allies. *•- 

The assets of the Association having been valued at 
frs. 417,154.59 ou the 4 th August 1914, there remains at our 
free disposal, from that date, the sum of frs. 343,537.94 as 
the share of Belgium, the countries of the Entente, their Allies 
and neutral countries. 

The sequestrator having requested the Executive Com- 
mittee, in a letter of the 25 th June, in conformity with the 
law, to pay to him the sum representing the enemies interests 
in the Permanent International Association of Congresses of 
Navigation we complied with his request.

The Armistice of the 11 th November 1918. — The Peace of 
Versailles. — The Treaty of the 28 th June 1919. —The 
Society of Nations. 

On the 11 th November 1918, a never to be forgotten date, 
Germany capitulated, and sought peace. The armistice was 
signed. 

The greatest battle in history, thus designated by General 
Foch in his general orders of the 12^Novemberl918,hadbeen 
won by the allied and associated Powers. Begun on the 21 st 
of March 1918, it finished the 11 th of November, without any 
remarkable interruption, on a front which extended from the 
coast of Belgium to Lorraine. It had lasted 235 days. 

By this victory, the Allies established the supremacy of 
Right over Force and Justice had the last word. 
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The Peace of Versailles. — The Society of Nations. 



The Peace Treaty with Germany, signed at Versailles on 
the 28 th of June 1919, comprises 440 principal articles, and 
188 articles and paragraphs to the annexes of the said Treaty. 
It edified the « Society of Nations », that isits force. "Twenty- 
seven nations have already given their adhesion. 

When making his apologies for the Treaty, Presiden I Wilson 
expressed himself in these terms : 

« A new role and a new responsibility are incumbent on all 
the peoples. The curtain, is raised, destiny unveils itself. What 
has passed is not the work of any plan conceived by us. It is 
the hand of God that has led us inthis way. We can never again 
go back ». 

Let us hope that the world-wide organism now created may 
soon become the principal instrument of this collective work 
of the nations, from which will come forth the true pacification. 
And let us hope that all the international organisms, among 
which figures the Permanent International Association of Con- 
gresses of Navigation, will soon be able to take up again their 
full and entiraactivity.

Investments in Public funds. 

In conformity with Art. 4 of the statutes of the Association 
the funds should be placed in the Savings-bank which gives 
an interest of 2 °/ on all deposits. % 

Such an investment being but little remunerative, on the 
10 th of March 1913 the General Secretary proposed to the 
Executive Committee to devote a part of the sura on deposit 
to the purchase of 4 / o Belgian State Treasury Bonds to the 
value of frs 100,000, bonds to be refunded at par in ipij. 

The examination of this matter was left to the Permanent 
Commission, who, on the proposal of the Auditing Commission, 
authorised on the 19 th of June 1913, the purchase of 4 °/ 
Treasury Bonds to the value of frs 100,000 (nominal value); 
they were bought at 98 francs. 

In its report of the 27 th May 1 91 4, the Auditing Commission 
looking for an advantageous investment for new available 
funds of the Association, backed up the suggestion of the Ge- 
neral Secretary to buy 3 °/ Preference Shares of the « Society 
Generale des chemins de fer vicinaux » to the value of 
100,000 francs nominal The Auditing Commission did not 
renew the proposal of 1913 to buy 4 °/ Treasury Bonds, 
because the price of these bonds was a trifle above par. The 
purchase of the Preference Shares of the « SocieteNationale », 
authorised by the Permanent Commission at its meeting of 
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the 28 th May 1918, was made at 77 francs, these shares give 
3.90 °/ ; there are periodical drawings for the refunding of 
these shares which receive a large premium when refunded. 

These purchases of public funds made in 1913 and 1914 
•supply a notable increase in the revenue of the Association as 
the figures below prove :

Memoir by his Colleagues o/the United States section 

of the 
Permanent International Commission of Navigation Congresses. 



In the death 011 May 16, 1916, of Dr. Elmer Lawrence 
CORTHELL the International Association of Navigation Con* 
gresses has lost a devoted member. His interest in its activ- 
ities began in the earlier stages of its organization and cul- 
minated in his service as president of the Section of Ocean 
Navigation at the Twelfth International Congress at Phila- 
delphia in 1912. He presented a paper at the fifth congress 
in 1892, was a. delegate to the seventh congress in 1898, and 
became a member of the governing body of the congresses at 
its organization in 1902, continuing that service up to the 
time of his decease. 

His colleagues of the American section present to the 
International Association this condensed memoir of his ex- 
tended engineering activities. 

Born in Massachusetts, United States of America, he was 
edncated at Brown University, Providence, R. I. He served 
for more than four years in the Union Army of the United 
States during the Civil War, at the close of which, in 1865, 
he was a capitain of artillery. He received from his university 
on his graduation in 1867 the degree of bachelor of arts, in 
1868 that of master of arts, and in 1894 the honorary degree of 
doctor of science. He gave, a few years ago, his very large 
.collection of engineering and scientific books, reports, docu- 
ments, etc , arranged, classified, and catalogued by himself, to 
Brown University (Providence, R. I.), to be kept by them as 
a separate library under the designation of « The Corlhell 
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Library », together with an endowment for its maintenance. 
The gift and endowment were accepted in the manner given. 

Immediately after leaving the university in 1867 he began 
the practice of engineering, and continued in active service 
till his death in 1916, thus devoting an uninterrupted period of „ 
49 years to his chosen profession. The works upon which he 
was engaged during these years were of varied character and 
embraced many departments of engineering They included 
railroad design and construction, studies of railway terminals 
in cities, railway bridges over great rivers, improvements of 
harbors, regulation of rivers, rectification and deepening 
of channels and river mouths, jetties, protection of sea coasts 
from erosion by waves, design and construction of canals for 
large traffic, and advice as consulting engineer to governments 
and to directors of great enterprises. 

Some of the important works with which he was connected 
are as follows ; 

Railroads : New- York, West Shore & Buffalo; Ontario & 
Western; Illinois Central; Atchison; Topeka & Santa Fe;. 
Mexican National ; terminals and entrances into Chicago ; city 
terminals and transit in New Orleans, Atlanta, Montgomery, 
Chicago, Buffalo, Memphis, United- States of America, and 
City of Mexico; the Tehnantepec Ship Railway. 

Bridges : Over the Ohio at Cairo; the Missouri at Nebraska 
and Sioux City: the St. Johns at Jacksonville; the Mississippi 
at St. Louis (the Merchants' Bridge); and the projected bridge 
over the Mississippi at New Orleans. 

Rivers and Harbors : Jetties at mouth of Mississippi; Sny 
Island levee on the Mississippi; harbors at Tehuantepec; 
harbor at Tampico, Mexico; the port of Para, Brazil; the port 
of Rio Grande del Sud, Brazil; the Parana, and the Rio de la 
Plata, Argentina. 

Canals : The 1,000-ton barge canal of the State of New 
York. 

The engineering activities of Dr. Corthell were not confined 
to his native country, but extended abroad, largely in South 
America. He frequently visited Europe, where he studied 
engineering problems, conditions, and methods. He was the 
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adviser of the Argentine and of the Brazilian Governments in 
extensive river and harbor problems. 

Dr. Corthelfs writings were voluminous, generally on 
engineering subjects and largely in- papers and discussions 
for the transactions of the national engineering societies, 
in contributions to technical journals, and in papers and 
communications to the publications of the Congresses of Navi- 
gation. Since 1875, 4 separate papers and 20 discussions by 
him were published by the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers. The first paper was an extended description of the 
work at the South Pass jetties of the Mississippi River; another 
was a history of conditions at those jetties during the 10 years 
succeeding construction Another was a study of railroad ter- 
minals, and another on the approaches and transportation 
facilities of the Paris Exposition of 1900. The discussions, 
some equivalent in scope to original papers, dealt with the 
reclamation of river deltas, treatment of river mouths and of 
river channels, harbors, canals, dams, breakwaters, railroads 
and railroad terminals, the valuation of railroad properties, 
and naval architecture. 

In 1898 a paper by Dr. Corthell on « Maritime Commerce, 
past, present, and future », was read at the fiftieth anniversary 
at Boston of the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science. % 

Dr. Corthell's contributions to the literature of the Con- 
gresses of Navigation began with a paper on the improvement 
et river mouths read, at the fifth congress, in Paris, in 1892. 
At the seventh congress, at Brussels, in 1898, he was the only 
Government delegate present from the United States lie pre- 
pared a report to the Secretary of State upon that congress, 
which was published as a Governement document At the 
eighth congress in Paris, in 1900, there was a paper by him 
on the harbors of the world, their present and required con- 
ditions of navigability and facilities. He attended the ninth 
congress, at Dusseldorf, in 1902, as a delegate from Argen- 
tina. At that congress the present constitution of the Permanent 
International Association of Navigation Congresses was adop- 
ted and he was announced in the official report as a member 
from the United States of the permanent commission At the 
tenth congress, at Milan, in 1905, there was a communication 
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from him on the development in dimensions of vessels and the 
existing and proposed dimensions of ports. In 1907 the com- 
mission published a paper by him, giving results of investiga- 
tion into the cost of ports and to their operation. 

At the twelfth congress, at Philadelphia, in 1912, Dr. 
Corthell presided over the section on ocean navigation and 
also presented a paper on dimensions to be given to maritime 
canals, taking into account the probable dimensions of ocean 
ships of the future. 

These contributions of papers and other technical discus- 
sions by Dr. Corthell do not comprehend the full record of 
his activities in connection with the works of the Congresses 
of Navigation. He has been continuously a member of the 
permanent commission and of the permanent council since 
1902 He was earnest in service and suggestion as a member 
of these governing bodies, always when possible present at 
meetings, and frequently expressing, in correspondence, advice 
and recommendations asto plans and measures for the advance- 
ment of the purposes and interests of the association. 

Dr Corthell was a member of many engineering, scientific, 
and patriotic societies, among them the American Society of 
Civils liiigiueers, of which he was president at the time of his 
death; the British Institution of Civil Engineers; Society Arts ; 
French Society of Civil Engineers, of which he was a special 
honoray member ; the Mexican Association of Civil Engineers; 
the Engineering Society of Portugal; the Institution of Engi- 
neers of the River de la Plata; and also twice president of the 
American Institute of Consulting Engineers. 

Dr. Corthell was active and able as a member of various 
organizations and associations for securing not only the advan- 
cement and interests of his own profess on of engineering, but 
also for improving and making better the social conditions of 
his country and of the world. 

The members of the International Association of Navigation 
Congresses and of its permanent council apd commission will 
miss his fellowship. His associates of the United States 
section of the commission have prepared this brief memoir of 
salient points in his career. 

To Mrs. Corthell, so earnest a help and aid to him in sickness 
and in health, his colleagues extend their deepest sympathies.

Extracts* from the Belgian Parliamentary Annals. 
The united Chambers. 

Sitting of Tuesday the 4th of August 1914. * 

The German Ultimatum. 

Strictly Confidential. 

Brussels, 2 nd August 1O14, f 

« The German Government has recevied trustworthy news 
according to which the French forces intend to march on the 
Meuse via Givet and Namur. This news leaves not the sligh- 
test doubt as to the intention of France to march against 
Germany through Belgian territory. The German imperial 
Government cannot help fearing that Belgium, in spite of her 
willingness, will not be in a measure to drive back, without 
aid, a French march on such a large scale. In this fact, suffi- 
cient certainty of a menace to Germany is found. 

» The self-preservation of Germany demands imperiously 
that this attack of the enemy may be forestalled. 

» The German Government would regret deeply, if Belgium 
looked upon it as an act of hostility against her, the fact that 
the measures taken by the enemies of Germany oblige this 
latter on her side, to violate Belgian territory. 

» In order that there may be no misunderstanding, the 
German Government declares as follows. 

» 1. — Germany has not in view any hostile act against 
Belgium. If Belgium consents, in the war which is about to 
commence, to adopt an attitude of friendly neutrality as 
regards Germany, the German Government, for its part, 
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promises to guarantee, at the moment of peace, the kingdom 
and its possessions to their full extent. 

» 2. — Germauy promises, under the condition stated, to 
evacuate Belgian territory immediately peace is concluded. 

» 3. — If Belgium maintains an amicable attitude, Ger- 
many is prepared, in agreement with the authorities of the 
Belgian Government, to buy for ready money everything that 
will be necessary for the troops and to pay an indemnity for. 
the damages caused in Belgium. 

» 4. — If Belgium behaves in a hostile manner to the 
German troops and in particular puts difficulties in the way 
of their forward march by any resistance of the fortifications 
of the Meuse, or by the destruction of roads, railways, tunnels 
or other works, German}' will be obliged to consider Belgium 
as an enemy. 

»» In this case, Germany will not contract any engagement 
vis-a-vis to Belgium, but .will leave the final settlement of the 
relations between the two States to be decided by arms. The 
German Government has the justified hope that this eventua- 
lity will not happen, and that the Belgian Government will be 
able to take appropriate measures to prevent it happening. 
In this case the frieindly relations which unite the two neigh- 
bouring States will become closer and more lasting. » 

H. E. the German Minister, on delivering this note, on 
Sunday evening at 7 o'clock, claimed an answer within twelve 
hours. 



Reply of the Government of the King of the Belgians. ' 

Brussels, 3 rd August igi4. 
\1 a. m.) 

« By a note of the 2 nd of August 1914, the German Govern- 
ment has made known that, according to trustworthy news, 
the French forces intend to march on the Meuse via Givot and 
Namur and that Belgium, in spite of her willingness, would 
not be in a position to drive back, without help, a forward 
march of the French troops. The German Government con- 
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siders itself obliged to forestall this attack and to violate 
Belgian territory. Under the circumstances, Germany makes 
a proposal to the King's Government to take a friendly atti- 
tude vis-sbvis to Germany and promises at the moment of 
peace to guarantee the kingdom and its possessions to their 
full extent The note adds that if Belgium should put any 
difficulties. in the way of the forward march of the German 
troops, Germany would be obliged to consider her as an 
enemy and to leave the final settlement between the two 
Suites to be decided by arms. 

» This note has caused the King's Government a deep and 
painful surprise. 

. » The intentions attributed to France are in contradiction 
with the formal declarations made to us on the 1 st of August in 
the name of the Government of the Republic. 

» Besides, if, contrary to our expectation, a violation of 
Belgian neutrality were committed by France Belgium would 
fulfill all her international obligations and her army would 
oppose a most vigorous resistance to the invader. [Unanimous 
approval.) 

» By the treaty of 1839 confirmed by that of 1870 the 
independence and the neutrality of Belgium were sanctioned 
by the powers and notably by the Government of H. M. the 
King of Prussia. (Commotion ) 

» Belgium has always been faithful to her international 
obligations; she has accomplished her duty in a spirit of loyal 
impartiality ; she has made every endeavour to maiutain her 
neutrality and to have it respected. 

» The outrage on her independence with which the German 
Government threatens^her would constitute a flagrant viola- 
tion of the law of nations. (Lively approval.) 

» No strategical interest justifies the violation of right. 
( Very good I Bravo I) 

» The Belgian Government, by accepting the proposals 
which have been made to it, would sacrifice the honour of the 
nation sit the same time that it would betray its duty towards 
Europe. [Lively applause and repeated cries of : «* Long live 
Belgium ! ») 

» Conscious of the role taken by Belgium during the last 
eighty years in the civilisation of the world, it refuses to 
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believe that the independence of Belgium may only be preser- 
ved by the violation of her neutrality. [Very good! very good !) 
» Should this hope be- deceived, the Belgian Government 
is firmly decided to repulse by every means in its power any 
attempt .against its rights. » [A long round of applause. All 
the members rise and applaud the Minister.)

The German reply. 

Brussels, 4 th August 1914. 
Sir, 

I have been instructed to and I have the honour to inform 
Your Excellency that in consequence of the refusal of the 
Government of His Majesty the King of the proposals which 
were submitted to it with the best intentions by the Imperial 
Government, this latter, to its deep regret, will see itself 
forced to execute — if needs be by the force of arms — the 
measures of security explained as indispensable in face of the 
French menaces.

Speech pronounced by H. M. the King of the Belgians before 
the united Chambers on the 4 th of August 1914. 

Gentlemen, 

Never, since 1830, has a graver hour sounded for Belgium, 
, the integrity of our territory is threatened. 

The force of our rights, the sympathy which Belgium, 
proud of her liberal institutions of her moral conquests, has 
not ceased to evoke from the other nations, the need of our 
autonomous existence for the equilibrium of Europe, leave us 
still some hope that the events dreaded will not happen. 
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But if our hopes are deceived, if we must resist the invasion 
of our soil, if we must defend our threatened hearths, this 
duty no matter how hard it may be, will find us armed and 
determined to support the greatest sacrifices. {Applause and 
cries of ; Long live the King I Long live Belgium I) 

From now, and in anticipation of all eventualities, our val- 
liant youth is up in arms, firmly resolved, with the tenacity and 
the cool courage which are traditional among the Belgians, to 
defend the native land in danger. 

To this youth I address, in the name of the Nation, a fra 5 - 
ternal salute. (Applause and cries of : Long live the Army!) 
Everywhere, in Flanders and in Wallonia, in the towns, in 
the country, one single sentiment binds all hearts : Patrio- 
tism; one single vision fills all minds-: our independence com- 
promised . a duty obtrudes itself on our wills : stubborn resis- 
tance (Applause and cheers.) 

In these grave circumstances, two virtues are indispensable: 
calm courage (Repented ap]>lause), but firm, and the close 
union of all Belgians 

Both have already asserted themselves magnificently under 
the eyes of the Nation filled with enthusiasm. 

The irreproachable mobilisation of our army, the numerous 
voluntary enlistments, tlie devotion of the civil population, the 
abnegation of families have shewn, in an undeniable manner, 
the encouraging bravery that transports the Belgian people. 
( L ioely applu u se) . 

It is the hour for action. 

1 have called you together, Gentlemen, in order that the 
legislative Chambers may be allowed to associate in the out- 
burst of sentiment of sacrifice of the Nation. 

You will know, Gentlemen, how to take all the urgent 
measures, for the war and for public order, that the situation 
requires. (Unanimous marks of assent .) 

When I see this vibrating assembly, in which there is now 
but one party, that of our native land (enthusiastic cheers and 
cries of : Long live Belgium /), where all hearts at this moment 
are beating in unison, my thoughts arc carried back to the 
Congress of 1830, and T ask you, Gentlemen : Are you deter- 
mined, resolutely, to maintain intact the sacred patrimony of 
our ancestors?

The army, strong and disciplined, is equal to its task : my 
Government and I have full confidence in its leaders and in 
its soldiers. (Marks of approval). 

Intimately attached to the people, sustained by it, the 
Government is conscious of its responsabilities and will 
assume them to the end with the sure conviction that the 
efforts of all, united in a most fervent and generous patrio- 
tism, will safeguard the supreme welfare of the country. Fresh 
marks of approval. ) 

If the stranger, in defiance of the neutrality of which we 
have always scrupulously observed the exigencies, violates 
the territory, he will find all the Belgians grouped around 
their Sovereign, who will never betray his Constitutional oath, 
and around the Government invested with the absolute con- 
fidence of the whole Nation. (Bravos from all sides.) 

I have faith in our destiny; a country that defends itself 
compels the respect of all : that country docs not perish ! 
(Hear, hear! Long live the King! Long live Belgium !) 

God will be with us in our just cause. (Fresh applause). 

Long live Belgium independent! (The long and unanimous 
cheers of the Assembly and of the galleries hail the end of 
this speech.) 

H. M. the King leaves the rostrum and retires, followed by 
his suite, amidst enthusiastic cries of : Long live the King! 
Long live our Native land! Long live Belgium independent!

It is through your intervention and with the Cooperation 
of the Commandautur that the.

Under these circumstances, I have the honour to ask you if 
our « International » Association which depends on the 
Governments of a number of States and which under the 
actual circumstances remains in relations with the following 
neutral countries : Spain, Holland, Norway, Sweden, Swit- 
zerland and Denmark, chii come under the application of the 
order of the l.S th December 1916 of the Governor General in 
Belgium, relating to the seizure of copper, etc. . 

Paragraph 7 of this order says : 
» The order is applicable : 

»> 2, — To the persons, Associations or groups, private or 
public, whose buildings or premises contain objects of anyone 
of the kinds designated in paragraph 2. » 

The Association of Congresses of Navigation being « Inter- 
national » cannot, it seems to me, come under this article. 
A brass plate bearing the inscription :

In my letter of the 2 nd March, I called your attention to the 
fact that according to the bill in our possession, the bevelled 
brass plate, polished and engraved, had been paid, on the 
29ih August 1912, sixty franks to M. J. Van Wilder, metal 
engraver, of Brussels. The dimensions of this plate, of which 
I gave you particulars in the aforesaid letter, will allow you 
to judge the weight which is about 4 kilogrammes. 

II E. the Governor General in his order of the 13'h Decem- 
ber 1910 having fixed an uniform price of 3 franks .per kilog. 
for brass, the plate in question will therefore be requisitioned 
by the German authorities at a maximum price of twelve franks. 

You have doubtless heard of a request made by the Belgian 
Senators and Members, of Parliament, subsequent to my letter 
of the 2 nd of March last, to the Governor General Baron von 
Bissing, calling his attention to the report on « private pro- 
perty » and requisitions made by the occupying power.

on the general situation of the Permanent International Associa- 
tion of Navigation Congresses, from the 15th of June 1920 
to the 15th of May 1921. 



To the Members of the Permanent International Commission 
of Navigation Congresses. 

Gentlemen, 

We have the honour to give you an account of the past year's 
work to the 15th of May 1921, during this period the Association 
maintained its prosperous position, thanks to the kind coopera- 
tion of our Colleagues of the Permanent Commission. Thus we 
have the lively satisfaction of being able to testify to the growing 
influence and to the vitality of our international organism. 

We shall place before you, in succession, the changes that have 
taken place in the composition of the permanent Commission, the 
results of the propaganda made with a view to increasing the 
number of members, the negociations engaged for the organiza- 
tion of the Xlllth Congress, correspondence exchanged with the 
League of Nations, the distribution of publications and finally 
a statement of the financial situation of the Association. 



Permanent International Commission of Navigation Congresses. 

Resignations and deaths which occured during the last twelve 
months as also the notifications which reached us from several 
states, have modified as follows, for certain countries, the 
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Delegations on the Permanent International Commission. To the 
members who have resigned and to the delegations which have 
had to record the loss of a Colleague, the Executive Committee 
has conveyed the sentiments of the Permanent Commission. 

BELGIUM : 

On the 1 6th of June 1920, the Minister of Public Works, in the 
place of Mr Troost, resigned, nominated Mr de Winter, Honor- 
ary Engineer of Roads and Bridges, Chief Engineer and Director 
of maritime works for the City of Antwerp. 

On the 30th of December last, the Minister, in conformity with 
what is done for the delegations on the Road Congresses, 
informed us that Messrs M ailliet ,Lagasse de Locht, Van dor Lin- 
den and Van Gansberghe, no longer satisfied the necessary con- 
ditions to represent his Department on the Commission, by reason 
of their retirement. 

We learnt at the same time that Mr Walin, General Director 
of Roads and Bridges, had been nominated Member of the 
International Commission. 

BRAZIL : 

In July 1920, we learnt, to our great regret, of the death of our 
devoted Colleague, Mr Mono el de Souza Bandeira, Civil En- 
gineer, Sub-Inspector of rivers, canals and ports, at Rio de 
Janeiro, delegate of the Brazilian Government on the Commis- 
sion. A biographical notice giving the career of Mr de Souza 
Bandeira is annexed to our report. 

CHILE. : 

wSince December 1920, Admiral Salustio V aides, Head of the 
Naval Commission of Chile, has been appointed Member of the 
Commission. 

CHINA : 

On the 19th of April 1021, H. E. the Chinese Minister at 
Brussels informed us that our Colleague, Mr Thomas King, 
having been called upon to undertake new functions at the Por- 
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eign Office at Pekin, had been replaced by Mr W. H. Su, 
Consul at Antwerp, in his quality of First Secretary to the 
Legation of the Chinese Republic. 

FRANCE : 

On the 8th of July 1920, Mr Chargueraud, State Councillor, 
Vice President of the Superior Council of Public Works, Pre- 
sident of the French Section of the Association, informed us that, 
on the proposal of the Paris Chamber of Commerce, Mr Lavaud, 
a Member of this latter, Sub-Director of the Socit'-te Generate de 
Touage et de Remorquage, at Paris, had been chosen to form 
part of the French Delegation on the Commission. 

In a letter of the 7th of May 1921, Mr Chargueraud pointed 
out to us that Mr de Volontat, Inspector General of Roads and 
Bridges, President of the 3rd Section of the Superior Council 
of Public Works, had been called upon to replace, on the Per- 
manent Commission, Mr Crahay de Franchimont, General 
Inspector, permitted to retire. 

GREAT BRITAIN : 

The British Minister of Transports informed us on the 16I1 of 
July 1920, that he had chosen Sir Charles M. de Bartolome, K. C 
M. G., C. B., Rear Admiral, Director General of Development, 
Ministry of Transport, to represent the British Government on 
the International Commission, in the place of Sir Arthur Yorke, 
resigned. 

JAPAN : 

In December 1920, Mr S. Itchyo, Xaval Captain, Xaval Attache 
to the Japanese Embassy, at Paris, was appointed as Delegate 
of the Japanese Government in the place of Mr Osumi. 

ROUMANIA : 

Since the month of October 1920, Mr George Papesco, En- 
gineer, Director general of Ports and Waterways, at Bucarest, 
has been appointed member of the Commission, replacing Mr Ca- 
simir, who has retired. 
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RUSSIA : 

The Executive Committee is still without news of our Russian 
Colleagues who gave such remarkable proofs of their complete 
devotion to the Association. The Secretary general has done 
everything possible to obtain information about Mr T\ E. de 
Timonofj, Prince I*. A\ Shahovskol, Mr Maximovitch, Mr Flo- 
rine, Mr Entile de Hcerschelman, Mr de Schokalsky, Mr Altfater 
and Mr. Kleiber, by communicating with Mr Berlinn, of the 
Court of Appeal of Petrograd, President of the Committee for 
the Relief of Russian Students in Belgium, Representative of the 
powerful organisation of the Union of Towns and of the Zems- 
tvo's (provincial states). 

Mr Berlinn could only let us know that Mr Altfater had died 
in iqk), a loss that we regret deeply. 

SRRBIA-CROATIA-SLAVOXIA : 

Mr Leon Cassel, Banker at Brussels, having finished his mission 
as Consul General of this Kingdom in Belgium, resigned his 
position as member of the Commission in October 1920. His 
successor has not yet been designated. 

URUGUAY : 

By a decree of the 18th of June 1920, the Government of the 
Republic of Uruguay nominated Mr Florencio Michaclsson, Civil 
Kngineer, ex-Director general of the National Department of 
Engineers of Uruguay, residing at Paris, member of th£ Per- 
manent International Commission of Navigation Congresses, 
replacing Mr Monleiro y Pnullier, deceased. 

FINLAND : 

By a letter of the Sth of April 1921, the Government of the 
Republic of Finland having given its adhesion to our Associa- 
tion, designated, to form part of the Permanent International 
Commission of Navigation Congresses and of the Permanent' 
Council, Mr K. Snellman, Engineer, Chief Director of the Depart- 
ment of Lines of Communication, in Finland, at Helsingfors.

Payment of subsidies and subscriptions. 

The Executive Committee, in conformity with a decision taken 
by the Permanent Council, during the meeting of the 22nd of 
December 191 9, addressed, on the 6th of March 1920, to the 
members of this Council, a letter appealing to the devotion of 
the Delegations in order to realize, by means of their kind coopera- 
tion, the following desiderata : 

i° To beg their Governments and their countrymen to pay, 
if they had not already done so, their subsidies and subscriptions 
in arrears as far as this was recognised possible; 

2* To induce them to pay through their Delegations to the 
Association, the subscription for the year 1920 and for the follow- 
ing years until further orders, this new system being justified for 
certain countries by reason of the difference in the exchange and 
of the restrictions concerning the export of (capital; 

3 To make propaganda with a view to recruiting new members 
so as to replace the German, Austrian, Hungarian, Bulgarian &nd 
Turkish members whose readmission, according to the unanim- 
ous decision taken by the Permanent Council at the meeting 
of the 22nd December 1919 and ratified by the Permanent Com- 
mission on the 15th of June 1920, can only be considered, in the 
conditions of the Regulations, when the League of Nations shall 
have decided to admit the States of which they are subjects. 

We were already able to announce the first effects in the course 
of the meeting of the 15th of June '1920, The appeal of the 
Executive Committee was heard. 

We must especially thank : Messrs Boutteville, Vielle, King, 
Lillelund, Arena!, Brockmann, Bixby, Sanford, Chargueraud, 
de Rouville, Sir Cecil Hertslet, Typaldo-Bassia, Torri, Osumi, 
Batard Razeliere, Kristensen, Wortman, Aerts, Roldan y Pego, 
du Plessis de Richelieu, Hansen, Mutzner, Mourgnot, respect- 
ively the delegates of French West Africa, Algeria, China, Den- 
mark, Spain, the United States, France, Great Britain, Greece, 
Italy, Japan, Monaco, Norway, Holland, Persia, Portugal, Siam, 
Sweden, Switzerland and Tunisia. 
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Messrs Lillehmd, Arenal, Brockmann, Sanford, Chargueraud, 
de Rouville, Torri, Wortman, Hansen and Mutzner besides 
charging themselves with the subsidies of their Governments also 
looked after the payments of the subscriptions of Members ajid 
Corporations. 

What is more, in order to obtain new members for the Associa- 
tion, the French Section and the Italian Section, the latter assisted 
by Mr Beretta, Secretary General of the National Association of 
Navigation Congresses, made a special propaganda which gave 
excellent results. The same thing may be said for Belgium thanks 
to the General Secretariat. It is interesting to point out here 
that the number of « Life Members » inscribed since the armistice 
is 155, which raises the total number of members of this category 
to 289. 

In July 1920, Mr Batard Rasclierc, Inspector General of Roads 
and Bridges, at Paris, Delegate of the Principality of Monaco on 
the Commission, informed us that the annual subsidy of this 
Principality would be henceforth, thanks to his intervention, 
500 francs instead of 250 francs. 

It is very pleasant for us to be able to renew here the congratula- 
tions and the thanks that we have already addressed to our devoted 
Colleagues whose names we have just mentioned. 

We have every reason to hope that adhesions of other countries 
will shortly reach us. 

On the eve of a Congress, the moment is propitious for the 
lecruting of new members; therefore we allow ourselves to call 
the kind attention of members of the Commission to this very 
favourable circumstance which is offered them to try and increase 
the number of our adherents. 

The Executive Committee is always ready to second all efforts 
that may be made in the interests of the Permanent International 
Association of Navigation Congresses. 

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC : 

Since the armistice the Argentine Government has no longer 
maintained the mandate of its Delegates on the Permanent Inter- 
national Commission of Navigation Congresses. This question 
and that of the payment of the subsidies of this Government 
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liave given rise to numerous negociations, since 1919, between 
the Executive Committee and sundry influential personnalities 
of the Argentine Republic. H. E. Mr Blancas, minister of the 
Argentine Republic at Brussels, who was kind enough to take 
a special interest in our Association has pressed the matter with 
his Government; we hope for a favourable decision here long. 

Mr Juan Carabelli; Civil Engineer, Head of a Department of 
Navigation and Ports, at Buenos-Ayres, for many years a member 
of the Association, took the initiative, during the war, to collect 
the subscriptions of members of the Association and to send us 
the amount of these subscriptions after the armistice. 

The Executive Committee desires to reiterate here the thanks 
.already expressed to Mr Carabelli. 

CANADA : 

In 1919 the Canadian Government, having informed the Exe- 
cutive Committee that it renounced subsidising the Permanent 
International Association of Navigation Congresses, the expenses 
-of the war 1914-1918, obliging all the Departments of the Domi- 
nion to make economies, nevertheless we tried to induce the 
Canadian Government to alter this decision as far as the Associa- 
tion was concerned. 

To this end, the intervention of our Colleague Sir Cecil 
Hertslet, Delegate of the British Government, was solicited and 
obtained. 

In spite of our common efforts we received, to our regret, 
in 1920, the letter reproduced hereunder.

Sir, 

In your letter of the 28th June, N° 118-4, you stated that the

This desire was duly brought to the notice of (hat 
Government, but I regret to have to inform you that it is not at 
present disposed to renew its contribution of 1,000 frs annually 
to" the Association.

POLAND ; 
TCHKCO-SLOVAKIA : 

The Executive Committee, has commenced negociations in- 
order to obtain the adhesion of the Governments of these two 
countries to the Association. 

FINLAND : 

. Under the date of the 8th April 192 1, the Executive Committee 
was informed of the adhesion to our Association of the Republic 
of Finland and of the payment of the sum of 1,000 francs as- 
.subsidy for 1921. 

At the same time we were informed that Mr K. Snellman, En- 
gineer, Chief Director of the Department of Ways of Commu- 
nication in Finland, was designated to form part of the Permanent 
International Commission of Navigation Congresses and of the 
Permanent Council. 



XIHth INTERNATIONAL NAVIGATION CONGRESS. 

The members of the Permanent International Commission of 
Navigation Congresses, assembled at Brussels, on the 15th of 
June 1920, expressed the unanimous desire to hold the XII Ith Con- 
egress in England. Sir Cecil Hertslet kindly promised to take,, 
on his return to London, the necessary steps to interest the 
British Government in the proposed Congress. 

Sir Charles de Bartolomc, K. C. M. G., C. B., Rear Admiral, 
Director General of Development, Ministry of Transport London, 
was nominated, on the 16th of July 1920, member of the Com- 
mission by the British Government. The two British Delegates- 



set to work to satisfy the desire expressed by, the International 
Commission. 

The Institution of Civil Engineers was requested by our two 
Colleagues to cooperate in organizing the Congress. 

After lengthy negociations with this Institution, the Executive 
Committee received from Mr Tudsbury, Secretary, on the 25th of 
January 1921, a letter announcing; especially, that the Council 
of the Institution, in order to solve the matter, would willingly 
set its efforts and its influence at work with a View to forming 
a Local Committee which would entirely satisfy the desires of 
the Association, but that, however, the Institution cctuld not take 
any responsibilities beyond that, except to lend its premises in 
their existing condition. 

After the exchange of some correspondence with the Council 
of the Institution of Civil Engineers, London, the Executive 
Committee sent the following letter on the 15th of March: 

« Brussels, 15th March 192 1. 

To the Chairman and Members of the Council of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, London, S. \Y. I. 

» Gentlemen, 

» In reply to the letter of the 8th March 192 1 that Mr Tudsbury 
adressed to the Secretary General of our Association, we have 
the honour to beg you to be kind enough to take steps to initiate 
the formation of a « Local Organizing Commission » for the 
proposed Congress in 1922. 

» We beg you also to take note that you can assure the per- 
sonality chosen by the Council of your Institution to fulfil the 
functions of Chairman of the Local Commission that he will also 
fulfil the role of President of the Congress. 
- » We are quite in agreement that your Institution does not 
take any other responsibilities than those of placing its available 
premises at our disposal and employing its influence uniquely 
for the formation of the said Commission. 
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» We seize thi$ opportunity to warmly thank the Council of 
the Institution of Civil Engneers in the name of the Permanent 
International Commission and also in the name of the Association 
of Navigation Congresses.

» I have to inform you that your letter of the 15th March has 
been received by the President and Council of this Institution, 
and I am directed to say that the Council will have pleasure in 
acceding to your request that they will take steps to initiate the 
formation of a « Local Organizing Commission » for the pro- 
posed Congress in 1922. 

» Accordingly, the Council have the honour to nominate for 
appointment as Chairman of the Local Commission and Presi- 
dent of the Congress: —

The technical programme of the XIHth Congress was sub- 
mitted for the opinion and examination of the English, French, 
American, Dutch and Italian Delegates. The French and Dutch 
Delegates have given their opinion, so that the programme is 
well on the way to elaboration : it could be examined by the 
Permanent Commission at its meeting of the 7th of June 192 1, 
if the Local Commission for the XIHth Congress, charged by 
our British Colleagues to attend to this matter has been able to 
deliberate previously.

The Secretariat of the League of Nations is busy with the 
publication of a summary manual of International Associations 
and Offices. The Executive Committee was requested to supply 
«-i short notice relating to the Permanent International Association 
of Navigation Congresses.

General Conference of Communications and Transit, organized 
at Barcelona by the League of Nations. 

In 1920, the department of Communications and Transit of the 
Secretariat of the League of Nations asked the Secretariat of the 
Association to send a copy of all the documents, reports and 
minutes made on the occasion of the different International Navi- 
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gation Congresses, together with a copy of the pamphlets printed 
for the members of the Association during the intervals between 
the Congresses.

Bom at Reciie, state of Pernambuco, Brazil, where 
Mangel C. de rjdeira made his Erst dassieal 




studies. At i3 veins he entered the Polytechnic School 
of Rio de Janeiro, where, five years later he received the 
diploma of civil engineer. The exercise oi his pro- 
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fessional activity began at once in all the branches of his 
career, which was conspicuous by important works and 
papers, of which a summary list is here given : 

As a Government engineer, he took part in the studies 
of the Estrada de Ferro Central de Pemambuco, at the 
building of which he occupied the position of sub-con- 
tractor. 

Under the Canifios Salles Government he filled the 
position of consulting engineer at the Office of Public 
works. There are'two reports of this period to be referred 
to : one on the « Brazilian postal service » which was then 
reorganized according to his conclusions ; the other, on 
« the bacteriological treatment of sewer-water ». 

From 1904 he devoted himself, without interruption to 
the study and works of sea-ports and navigable rivers. 
His assistance was most useful to Francisco Bicalho (the 
great Brazilian engineer, to whom we owe the project of 
the construction of the Rio de Janeiro harbour). Charged, 
at first with the hydrographic service in the bay of Rio, 
Souza Bandeira was the first in that country to establish 
the harmonic analysis of the tides. 

Having a thorough knowledge of all the ports on the 
Brazilian coast, lie had numerous occasions to present 
projects to his technical department, after serious survey 
and personal superintendence. 

The most important project was that of the port of 
Fortaleza, Ceara, which one can find in the well known 
work of Brysson Cunningham. We shall also refer to 
the ports of Camocim and Aracaty (Coara) Itaqui 
(Maranhao), Natal (Rio Grande do Norte) and the pro- 
ject of lengthening the quay of Rio de Janeiro, situated in 
proximity to the quay of Pharoux. 

From the many voyages of inspection made to the 
harbours and rivers of the country, Souza Bandeira 
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always brought back valuable notes and observations 
under the form of technical memoranda, it may be said 
that whoever takes an interest in the works of the Bra- 
zilian ports will have to consult his monographies with 
profit. Among his papers let us mention the following : — 
The port of Fortaleza, the River Soa Francisco and a 
few small harbours in the North of Brazil; the Phila- 
delphia Congress of Navigation ; the fixing of the Dunes ; 
the Paranahyba and the Itapicuru, etc. His project for 
the defense of the shore of Lemeat Rio, presented to the 
municipal prefecture of Rio, is also very remarkable. 

Souza Bandeira was commissioned twice to represent 
his country abroad : in 19 12 at the International naviga- 
tion Congress at Philadelphia and, in iqig as a member ot 
the Brazilian delegation that visited England on the invi- 
tation of the English Industrial Federation. 

During his voyages to England and America he liked 
very much to visit the large sea-ports and other hydraulic 
works and to get information on the spot on the progress 
achieved. 

Souza Bandeira was a member of several technical 
Associations, among them, that of the Civil Engineers 
of London, as also the Navigation Congresses on which he 
represented his country in the capacity of member of the 
Permanent International Commission. 

By his intelligence, his high culture and his charming 
manners, he made many friends. His funeral showed the 
regret felt by all social classes for the loss of this illustrious 
man and engineer.

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REPORT OF TRE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

on the general situation of the Permanent International 
Association of Navigation Congresses from the i 5th of 
May 1 92 1 to the 15th of May 1922. 



To the Members of the Permanent International Commission 
of Navigation Congresses. 

Gentlemen, 

Before laying before you the yearly statement of the situation 
of the Permanent International Association of Navigation Con- 
gresses, as well as the particulars of the operations and work 
of the Executive Committee since the last assembly of the Per- 
manent Commission, our first duty is to pay a tribute of regret 
to the Memory of the dear and esteemed Colleagues whom our 
Association has lost in the course of the last twelve months. 

Death has deprived our International Commission of our emi- 
nent and devoted Colleague, Mr. Frangois De Winter, Honorary 
Engineer of Roads and Bridges, Engineer and Director of the 
maritime works of the city of Antwerp. The great competency 
of Mr. De Winter in the matter of navigation, the lively interest 
which he never ceased to take in all the manifestations and in all 
the discussions of the Congresses, made him one of our best 
collaborators. His absence will be keenly felt by us all; our 
regrets go with him, and he has the right to our deep gratitude. 

The Executive Committee has not failed to express to the family 
of our dear Colleague, in the name of the Permanent International 
Commission and of the Association, our sincere sympathy. 

We have also to regret the departure of several other Col- 
leagues, whom you will keep in remembrance, and whom we 
considered it our duty to thank for the services they rendered 
to our Association. 



Mr. Vielle, Ingenieur en chef des Ponts et Chauss^es, Algerian 
representative, has retired by reason of his age. 

Mr. Marotte, Directeur General honoraire des Ponts et Chaus- 
sees, Belgian delegate, has ceased his functions by reason of 
his age. 

Mr. W. H. SU, First Secretary of the Legation of the Chinese 
Republic, has been entrusted with new duties by his Government. 

Rear Admiral Sir Charles de Bartotome, Director General of 
Development, Ministry of Transport, London, British Delegate, 
has been replaced on the Commission, following a change of de- 
partment. 

These retirements, as well as the increase in the number of 
'talian delegates, have brought new members among us ; we 
addressed them our congratulations at the same time as we wel- 
comed them. We have been very pleased to see the growth in the 
number of delegations on the Permanent International Commis- 
sion, by the adhesion of Tcheco-Slovakia and the Government 
Commission of the Territory of the Sarre.

In spite of our insistance the Brazilian Government has not 
yet appointed a new official delegate on the Permanent Inter- 
national Commission, in place of Mr. Manoel de Souza Bandeira. 

Finally, the Government of Serbia-Croatia-Slovenia has not, 
up to the present, appointed a successor to Mr. Leon Cassel, 
on our Permanent International Commission ; the Executive 
Committee has urgently requested His Excellency Mr. Marko- 
vitch, Envoy Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary Minister of the 
Kingdom of Serbia, Croatia and Slovenia, at Brussels, who has 
kindly taken an interest in the question, to insist on this appoint- 
ment. 

CHAPTER I 

The work of the Association 

During the last year, we have had the satisfaction of recording 
the adhesion of three new States to our Association. 
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In a despatch, dated the 22nd of April 1922, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs informed us of the intention of the Grand Ducal 
Government to join our Association and to grant it an annual 
subsidy of 250 francs. 

The Executive Committee has asked the Department of Foreign 
Affairs of Belgium to be so good as to point out to the Govern- 
ment of the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, the interest it would 
have in being represented on our Commission and to follow 1 
the work our Congress. 

By letter, dated December 21st 192 1, the Government Com- 
mission of the Sarre Territory decided to grant a subsidy of 
500 francs annually, and appointed M. Fernand Campus, Sub- 
director of Public Works, to make one of the Permanent Inter- 
national Commission and of the Permanent Council. 

The Republic of Tcheco-Slovakia announced its adhesion to the 
Association, under date of November 3rd 192 1, to which it grants 
an annual subsidy of 1,000 francs; at the same time, it has advised 
us of the appointment of His Excellency Mr. Bohuslav Muller, 
Engineer, Minister Plenipotentiary, State Secretary to the 
Minister of Public Works, as a Member of the Permanent Inter- 
national Commission and of the Permanent Council. 

But the preoccupation ruling the Executive Committee has been 
to enlarge still further and to consolidate the basis of our Asso- 
ciation. A great work and scientific union such as ours is bound 
to become universal, and, on the eve of a Congress, sure of consi- 
derable success, is it not a favourable time to enlarge the field 
of action of our Institution ? 

For the accomplishment of this task, we have appealed to the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of Belgium for his assistance and 
for that of several of our faithful friends. 

However, your Executive Committee begs of you once more 
to come to its assistance by using the influence you have at your 
command and that of the countries you represent, to obtain new 
adhesions of Governments, of Corporations and Members to our 
Association, one of the first of the Permanent International ones, 
and which, by reason of its aims and its origin, ought not to cease 
to grow in the future. 
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We believe it useful to enter into a few details on the subject 
of the steps taken by the Executive Committee. 

i° STATRS 

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC 

As we pointed out in the preceding report, negociations have 
been pursued with a viewto obtaining the maintenance of the sub- 
sidy of 2,000 francs formerly granted by the Argentine Govern- 
ment to the Association and the nominating of a new delegate 
on the Permanent International Commission. We have again, 
both verbally and by letter, entreated His Excellency Mr. Blan- 
cas, Minister of the Argentine Republic at Brussels, to take up 
the matter. The following letter was addressed to him under date 
of the 10th February 1922 : 

(( To His Excellency Mr. Blancas, 

» Envoy Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary, 

» Minister of the Argentine Republic, Brussels. 

» Excellency, 

» Allow us to recall to your memory the question of the co-ope- 
ration of the Government of the Argentine Republic in the work 
of the Navigation Congresses, the last mention is made of this 
in your Excellency's letter of the 18th September 1921, n° 176 (V.). 

» It is a question of obtaining the maintenance of the subsidy 
of 2,000 francs, granted by the Argentine Government to the 
Permanent International Association of Navigation Congresses 
by decree of the 10th October 1901, and the nomination of a new 
delegate on the Permanent International Commission of Navi- 
gation Congresses in the place of Mr. Bustos Moron, who 
resigned. 

» The subsidy of the Argentine Republic was paid the last time 
in May 1915 by a cheque of 2.000 francs for the year 1914-1915. 

» As shown in the documents which we transmitted to your 
Excellency, our Association has again taken up its work since 
the Armistice, and published a series of interesting notices on 
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Navigation, which have been distributed to the States, Corpo- 
rations and Members forming part of our Institution. 

» The next Navigation Congress, which will take place 
in London in 1923, is sure of a complete success, by reason of the 
fact that it will be held in the centre of the greatest Empire in the 
world and that it will be organised by eminent British per- 
sonalities, with the co-operation of the Executive Committee 
of the Association. 

)> We think it advisable to mention that the Argentine Republic 
is affiliated to the Permanent International Association of Roads 
Congresses, whose seat is at Paris, and is represented on the Inter- 
national Commission of that Association by Mr. Girado (Jos£), 
Civil Engineer, rue Franklin, Paris. 

» But, studies concerning the work of Inland and Ocean Navi- 
gation, as well as the economic and commercial questions relative 
thereto, are, perhaps, more than those relating to Roads, of 
a nature to interest the Argentine Government. 

» One can hardly understand how a country endowed with Ports 
of the very first order, and of a considerable system of waterways, 
should remain a stranger to all that is publised and done in the 
matter of Navigation. 

» We are persuaded that the Argentine Government, to whose 
co-operation our Association attaches the highest importance, 
would not wish to remain outside of an Institution in which 
it expressed but lately such a keen interest, and which so usefully 
devotes its energies to the solution of Internaional questions 
concerning hydraulics and Navigation. 

» We are confident that your Excellency, who has given us 
so many proofs of your keen interest in the work of the Navi- 
gation Congress, will be good enough to use your high influence 
with the Government of the Argentine Republic with the purpose 
of obtaining an early and favourable decision. 

» In terminating, we would point out that the Permanent Inter- 
national Commission of the Association will assemble at Brussels 
at the beginning of May next. In the course of this important 
meeting, the Executive Committee would be glad to be able 
to announce the fresh adhesion of the Argentine Government. 



» We beg your Excellency to be so good as to accept our sincere 
thanks for your obliging intervention and to accept the assurance 
of our highest esteem. 

» For the Executive Committee,

M. Blancas, who has not ceased to take an interest in the de- 
velopment and welfare of our Association, has informed us that 
he has again approached his Government. 

CANADA-BRITISH INDIA-NEW-ZEALAND-EGYPT 

At the same time as we had recourse to the official channel 
through the Belgian Minister of Foreign Affairs, we thought that, 
under the present circumstances, the intervention of our British 
Colleagues could be usefully employed to bring back to or 
to obtain for our Association the adhesion of the British Domi- 
nions and Colonies. The President of the XHIth Navigation 
Congress, the Right Honourable Lord Desborough, holds a si- 
tuation in Great Britain which allows him to take steps with some 
chance of success. We believe it is advisable to reproduce the 
letter of the 22nd February 1922 which we wrote to him on this 
subject and to which his Lordship was kind enough to reply 
promising his benevolent attention ; we reiterate the'thanks of the 
Association to him. 

Brussels, 22 February, 1922. 
« To the Right Honourable Lord Desborough, 

London, 

« My Lord, 

» The eminent position that you hold in Great Britain, your 
relations in all the centres that take an interest in questions of 
navigation are a Sure guaranty for the success that the XIII th 
Navigation Congress at London in 1923, under your Presidency, 
will have. 

» The success would be brilliant and really unhoped for if,

thanks to your co-operation, this London meeting could count on 
the adhesion, not only of Great Britain, but also of the immense 
and powerful dominions and Colonies which form part of the Bri- 
tish Empire. You know, the official British delegates will not 
fail to confirm it and you will find, besides, the proof in 
one of the documents joined to the present, that France has 
obtained the participation of all her Colonies to the Permanent 
International Association of Navigation Congresses. 

» We therefore allow ourselves to appeal to your high influ- 
ence in order to obtain for our Association the adhesion of the 
Dominions and Colonies attached to the British Empire. 

We wish to speak in particular of: Canada, British India, 
New Zealand, Egypt, etc. 

» Canada. — The Canadian Government was represented on 
our Association and its subsidy of 1.000 francs was paid regularly 
until 1914. 

» If the war did interrupt the work of the Association, this 
work in now again in full swing and, thanks to the devotion of 
our British Colleagues, the next Congress will be held in London 
in 1923. 

» Canada which occupies such an important place in the Bri- 
tish Empire, which, in 1912, welcomed the Members of the Phi- 
ladelphia Congress so warmly and so enthusiastically, would, 
certainly desire to contribute to the success of the London Con- 
gress and recommence from now her collaboration in the work 
of the International Navigation Congresses in which she formerly 
took such a lively interest. Lt. Col. A. H. YORKE, British 
Delegate at the Philadelphia Congress, will tell you how warm 
were the receptions made, in 1922, to the Congressists by the 
Governement, the Municipalities, the Society of Civil Engineers 
of Canada, etc. 

» The steps taken in 1920 and 1921 by the Colonial Office, on 
the intervention of our honourable and devoted Colleagues Sir 
Cecil Hertslet and Sir Charles de Bartolome, with the Canadian 
authorities did not come to anything. But we are convinced, My 
Lord, that, in the actual circumstances, your high situation and 
your personal and powerful relations will permit you to realize 
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what we ourselves were unable to do, that is to say the renewal 
of the relations which existed between our Association and a 
country which gave proofs of so much heroism during the war 
and which occupies such a high rank in the domain of Navigation. 

» British India. — We should be exceedingly grateful to you if 
you would take pressing measures with a view to obtaining also 
the adhesion of the Government of British India to our Asso- 
ciation. 

» On this subject we believe that it is useful to point out that 
British India has joined the Permanent International Association 
(A Road Congresses, whose seat is at Paris. 

» We approve this initiative, but it cannot be conceived that 
British India leaves on one side an Association whose reason for 
existing is the development of Navigation and w r hich is patroni- 
sed by England, whose best token of interest in this Institution is 
given by the holding of the XHIth. Congress in London, under 
your Presidency. 

British India, which occupies a rank of the very first order in 
the world of Navigation, as much by reason of its Ports as by 
its river systems, would surely not like to remain outside of an 
Association which studies with so much utility the international 
questions regarding hydraulics and Navigation. 

» New Zealand, Egypt, etc. Analogous reasons should incite 
New Zealand, Egypt y etc., to join the Association. 

» For as much as it may serve you, we are joining to the pre- 
sent a note giving some general considerations that you could 
turn to account in any steps you may take. 

» Seeing that during the war, all the forces of the British 
Empire joined together to defend Right and Liberty, the Govern- 
ments of the principal parts of this Empire will certainly not 
refuse their co-operation in oder to assure in the most complete 
and the most brilliant manner, the success of the XHIth Naviga- 
tion Congress ol London in ig23, and will give to the Permanent 
International Association of Navigation Congresses a really uni- 
versal character. 
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» We thank you in advance for the steps that you may be good

CUBA 

The island of Cuba would reap very great advantages from 
our Association. So we have taken some steps to induce, if pos- 
sible, the Cuban Government to give its adhesion. 

DUTCH INDIES 

Our distinguished Colleague, Mr. W outer Cool, formerly Coun- 
cillor General to the Dutch Indian Ports, President of the Board 
of Directors of the Dutch Indian Railways, at Semarang (Java), 
has kindly promised to use his influence with the Dutch Indies 
General Government in view of obtaining, if possible, its adhesion 
to the Association. 

MEXICO 

Our relations have been interrupted for some time with the 
Government of the Mexican Republic, who, till 1913, granted 
a subsidy to the Association and was represented by the Director 
of the National School of Engineers, at Mexico, on the Permanent 
International Commission. The Executive Committee asked the 
Belgian Minister of Foreign Affairs to kindly approach the Mexi- 
can Government in order to procure, under former conditions, 
the maintenance of the Membership of the Mexican Government 
and the appointment of a delegate to the Permanent Commission. 

On the other hand, H. E. Mr. Rodolfo Nervo, the Mexican 
Charge d' Affaires, at Paris, has had the kindness to promise us 
his co-operation. 
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POLAND 

The adhesion of the Polish Government has also been solicited ; 
we addressed a letter, dated the 22nd of February 1922, to the 
Belgian Minister of Foreign Affairs, as follow : 

» To the Minister of Foreign Affairs,

* » Sir, 

» We have the honour to hav£ recourse to you kind intervention 
in view of obtaining new adhesions to, the Permanent International 
Association of Navigation Congress. 

» As the enclosed Regulations mention (annex I, page 5), the 
object of this Association, whose seat is at Brussels, is to promote 
the progress of Inland and Ocean Navigation; it continues the 
work of 12 International Congresses, the last of which was held 
at Philadelphia en 191 2 and the first at Brussels in 1885. 

» It has developed considerably. More than thirty nations 
belonging to all parts of the world, have come, bringing their 
assistance, their support and their subsidies to the work of the 
Congress (see annex II, page 23). 

» 1,382 technicians and specialists have had themselves 
inscribed among the permanent Members of the Institution, and 
among these members are 272 Corporations : Towns, Chambers 
of Commerce, Contractors Associations, Navigation Companies 
and the Principal Societies of Civil Engineers in the world. 

)> The highly important work of the Navigation Congress is fully 
explained in one of the enclosed documents (annex III), which 
gives the programmes of the work of the 12 Congresses which 
have been held up to now, the names, of the Reporters chosen 
from amongst the most competent technicians, the suggestions 
and conclusions expressed at its International sittings. 

» We take the liberty of asking you to be good enough 
to approach the Polish Government with a view to obtaining 
its adhesion to the Permanent International Association of Navi- 
gation Congresses.

» Poland is affiliated to the International Association of Road 
Congresses, which has its seat at Paris, and is represented on the 
International Commission of that Association by Mr. Melchior 
Nestorowicz, Director of the Service of Roads and Bridges at th- 
Ministry of Public Works, at Warsaw. 

» Now, studies concerning Inland and Ocean Navigation as 
well as the commercial and economical questions relating thereto 
are, in the same degree and perhaps even in a higher than those 
relating to Roads, of a nature to interest the Polish Adminis- 
tration. 

» The aim of the Navigation Congresses is not only the advan- 
cement of the Science of hydraulic works, but also improvements 
in the means of transport by water, and the reduction in cost-price 
of same. Doubtless Poland is anxious to grant us her co-operation 
in order to receive in exchange from us the fruit of the studies 
and works produced by our Association, thanks to the collabo- 
ration of the most important maritime countries of the world. 

» We are therefore convinced that the Polish Government will 
not wish to remain outside of an Institution which takes in hand 
in such a useful manner the solution of international questions 
interesting hydraulics and navigation. 

» It would be opportune to point out that the next Congress 
will take place in London in 1923. This Congress is called upoh 
to achieve a real success by reason of the fact that it will be held 
in the centre of the greatest Empire in the world and will be 
organized by eminent British personages with the co-operation 
of the Executive Committee of the Association. 

» Articles 2, 3, 4 and 5 of the enclosed Regulations of the Asso- 
ciation give the requisite conditions for the participation of States 
and for the nomination of their delegates.

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At the moment of closing the present report, the Executive Com- 
mittee had the satisfaction .of receiving from Count Ladislas 
Sabouski, Envoy Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary Minister 
of the Republic of Poland, a letter announcing the adhesion of the 
Polish Government to our Association and the granting of an 
annual subsidy of 500 francs from the 1st. of January 1922. 

VENEZUELA 

Under date of the 22nd February 1922, the Executive Com- 
mittee addressed to the Department of Foreing Affairs of Bel- 
gium, the following letter requesting that the Government of 
Venezuela be approached with a view to inducing it to adhere 
to the Association. 

« To the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 

Brusssels. 
» Sir, 

» We have the honour to inform you that up to the present 
time, Venezuela has not granted her patronage to the Permanent 
International Association of Navigation Congresses. 

» We take the liberty of requesting you to be kind enough 
to approach the Government of this country to the end that 
its adhesion to our Association may be obtained. 

» Venezuela, whose geographical situation obliges her neces- 
sarily to take an interest in everything that concerns ocean and 
river navigation, would find the greatest interest in forming part 
of an Institution which takes in hand, in such a useful manner, 
the solution of questions which enter into this domain. 

» We join to the present (annex I) a note giving some general 
information in support of this request. 

» The participation of the Government of Venezuela cannot 
besides entail an important sacrifice, as can be gathered from 
reading articles 2 and 4 of the Regulations of the Association.

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The Minister of Foreign Affairs was kind enough to infirm us 
that the necessary instructions had been given to the represen- 
tatives of the Government of H. M. the King accredited to the 
Governments interested. 

In April last we again requested the intervention of the autho- 
rities and the personages that we have just mentioned, and 
to whom we here address ou sincere thanks; we have the firm 
hope that our efforts will be soon crowned with success. 

2° PAYMENT OF SUBSIDIES AND SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

The Executive Committee, as it did last year, continued 
to appeal to the devotion if the Delegations with a view to 
begging their Governments and their compatriots to pay, if they 
had not already done so, the subsidies arid subscriptions in 
arrears, as far as this was recognised possible, and to invite them, 
until further orders, to pay through the medium of their represen- 
tatives their subscriptions to the Association, seeing that this 
manner of acting is still justified for certain countries by reason 
of the difference of the exchange. 

The results due to the intervention of our Colleagues are 
an improvement on those of last year, and, on this occasion, we 
address our thanks to Messrs. Boutteville, Su, Campus, Lillelund, 
A renal, Brockmann, Bixby, Sanford, Chargueraud, de Rouville. 
Sir Cecil Hertslet, Typaldo^Bassia, Torri, Ichijo, Batard Rase- 
Here, Kristensen, Wortman, Aerts, Roldan y Pego, Popesco, 
du PJessis de Richelieu, Hansen, Mutzner, Mourgnot and 
Miiller, the respective Delegates of French W. Africa, China, 
(he Government Commiss<ion of the Saar, Denmark, Spain, the 
United States, France, Great Britain, Greece, Italy, Japan. 
Monaco, Norway, Holland, Persia, Portugal, Roumania, Siam, 
Sweden. Switzerland, Tunisia and Tcheco- Slovakia. Hie greater 
number of the above mentioned delegates not only took in hand 
the 'matter of payment of Government subsidies but also that 
of the subscriptions of members and corporations. 

It is very pleasant for us to be able to call attention again 
to the zeal and disinterestedness shown by Mr. Mario Beretta, 
Doctor of Science, at Milan, Secretary General of the Italian 
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National Association of Navigation Congresses, and Mr. Juan 
Cambelli, Civil Engineer, Section Chief to the Direction of Navi- 
gation and Ports, at Buenos Ay res, member of our Association, 
in the propaganda which they have undertaken in order to receive 
new adhesions, as well as to collect the subscriptions of Italian 
and Argentine members and to forward us the amount. 

We may point out, in passing, that the number of « life 
members » has increased by 57 since last year, this brings the 
total number of members of* this category to three hundred and 
forty-one. 

On the 1st of June 1921, M. C. Mutzner, Doctor of technical 
Sciences, Director of the Federal Water Service, Delegate of the 
Swiss Federal Governement on the Commission, let us know 
that v the annual subsidy of his Government w^ould in future be 
increased from 250 to 500 Swiss francs. 

We repeat here the congratulations and the thanks that we 
have already addressed to the devoted Colleagues whose names 
we have just cited. 

CHAPTER II 

CIVIL PERSONIFICATION SOLICITED BY THE ASSOCIATION. 
STATE OF THE QUESTION. 

At its meeting of the 7th of June 192 1, the Permanent Inter- 
national Commission admitted a series of modifications to the 
Regulations of the Association with a view to putting them in 
conformity with the Belgian law tending to grant civil personi- 
fication to international Associations with scientific aims. 

As a result of this decision, the Executive Committee applied 
to the Minister of Justice and solicited, in the name of *he Asso- 
ciation, the benefits of the said law. 

It follows from the correspondence exchanged with the Belgian 
Government that some slight precisions must still be made to 
the wording of articles 3, 4, 5 and 6 of our Regulations. The 
new text, which we place before our honourable Collleagues, must 
therefore be examined and voted on by the Permanent Commission 
in conformity with no. 3 in the order of the day of the meeting. 
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If the Commission will pronounce in favour of the proposed 
modifications, the Executive Committee will do what is necessary 
in order that our Association may obtain civil personification 
which will give it xi legal existence. 

CHAPTER 111 
XIIHh INTERNATIONAL NAVIGATION CONGRESS. 

In last year's report, the Executive Committee informed the 
Permanent Comiriissioin that the Institution of Civil Engineers 
had kindly interested itself in the constitution of a local orga- 
nizing Comrnissiion for the proposed International Navigation 
Congress of 1922 and that the Committee of that Institution had 
taken the initiative to designate, in quality of President of the 
local Commission of the Xlllth Navigation Congress, Sir Man 
rice Fitzmaurice, former President of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers and in quality of organizing Secretary, Mr. Dun- 
woody, Member of the Institution of Civil Engineers. 

But, already in June 1921, Sir Maurice Fitzmaurice informed 
us that the state of his health did not allow of his accepting the 
functions of President of the forthcoming Congress. 

Mr. Dunwoody, on his side, reserved his final decision. 

The Executive Committee then requested our esteemed Collea- 
gue Sir Charles de Bartolome to be kind enough to inform the 
Minister of Transports that the Permanent International Com- 
mission, at its meeting of the 7th of June 192 1, had decided to 
put off the holding of the Xlllth Congress to the Spring of 1923, 
pven the impossibility of being ready for 1922. A communication 
in this sense was also made to Mr. Tudsbury, Secretary of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, who had obligingly offered to 
put the premises of the Institution at the disposal of the orga- 
nizers of the Congress. 

On the 21st of June 1921, we learnt that the Permanent Inter- 
national Commission of Road Congresses had decided to accept 
an invitation from the Spanish Government to hold in Spain, 
in the Spring of 1923, its next Congress. This decision rendered 
impossible the holding of the Xlllth Navigation Congress at the 
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•time suggested. We think it useful to reproduce hereafter the 
text of the letter that we addressed, on the 28th of June 192 1, 
to Mr. Tudsbury.

» We have to thank you for your letter of the 14th inst., as 
also for the interest that you are kind enough to take in every- 
thing relating to the organization' of the XHIth Congress of Na- 
vigation in 1923. 

)«We feel certain of the efficacity of your intervention with 
the Council of the Institution of Civil Engineers and we express 
our gratitude to you in advance. 

)> The thing that is the most urgent is the nomination of the 
Chairman and of the Secretary. 

» You are good enough to inform us that Lord Desborough, 
Chairman of the River Thames Conservancy Board, would 
consent to undertake the functions of Chairman of the Congress 
and of the Local organizing Committee. The International Com- 
mission deems itself extremeley happy in this choice and hopes 
that Lord Desborough will see fit to definitely accept the mandate. 

» As regards the position of Secretary, we prefer to think that 
M. Dunwoody will also be able to accept this mission and thus 
assist us by his able cooperation. 

» When these two nominations will have been made, the rest 
will be easily arranged. 

» We thank the Institution of Civil Engineers for the steps 
that have been taken with a view to deciding different competent 
persons to occupy other posts at the Congress, but we are of the 
opinion that it would be better to wait for the nomination of the 
Chairman and of the Secretary before making any final arrange- 
ments with these persons. 
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» Once the choice of the Chairman and of the Secretary is made, 
these latter will take in hand the formation of the Committees ; 
we feel sure that your Institution will give its powerful support 
to this end. 

» As we have already proposed to Mr. Dunwoody, the Secretary 
designated should come to Brussels to confer with us and he would 
thus be rapidly conversant with all the details of the organization 
of the Congress. 

» We learn that the Permanent International Commission of 
Road Congresses, at its meeting of the nth inst., at Paris, 
decided to accept an invitation of the Spanish Government to hold 
in Spain, in the Spring of 1923, the next Road Congress. 

» As a large number of our Colleagues form part of the two 
Associations and generally attend both Navigation and Road 
Congresses, it is advisable not to fix the two Congresses for the 
same epoch. Contrary therefore to what is mentioned in our 
letter of the nth of this month, we could not choose the month 
of May for holding the Navigation Congress, which would thus 
have to be fixed for one of the months, July, August; September 
of 1923. If however the Institution of Civil Engineers would 
prefer the Spring of 1924, we would submit the question to the 
International Commission. 

» We beg you therefore to kindly inform the Council of the 
Institution of this and to let us know the decision taken.

« That this meeting urges upon all Port, Dock and Harbour 
Authorities, Railway, Canal, Waterway and Shipping Compa- 
nies, and all connected with inland water and maritime transport,' 
and all individuals interested in the work connected therewith, to

It was with the greatest satisfaction that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Association took note of your letter of the 29th De- 
cember last, in which you were good enough to inform us that 
a preliminary meeting had been held at London on the 
21st of December 192 1 by the personages taking an interest in 
the Navigation Congress and that during the course of this 
meeting certain resolutions were unanimously adopted relating to 
the constitution of a British Organizing Committee composed of 
Representatives of H. B. M. Gouvernment, of Scientific Institu- 
tions, Dock and Port Administrations, etc. ; that the Organizing 
Committee is charged with the designation of an Executive 
Committee who will approach Maritime Administrations, Ship- 
ping Companies, and also individuals who may be interested in 
the work with a view to persuading them to become Members 
of the Association from the 1st of January 1922. We beg you to 
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hindly transmit our thanks to the Members of the Organizing 
Committee. 

Hereafter please find the information relating to the points 
raised in your aforesaid letter : 

i° As you presume, there will be Pivo questions to be discussed, 
by each of the sections, i. e. two for the inland navigation section 
and two for the maritime navigation section. 

It is for the local organizing Commission to propose the 
questions to be discussed. This programme must then be sub- 
mitted through our instrumentality to the approbation of the 
permanent Commission. Herewith (annex i.) the programme 
that was drawn up with a view to the Stockholm Congress, which, 
as you know, could not take place ; this programme was modified 
during the meeting of the Permanent Commission, held at Brus- 
sels, on the 7th of June 1921 ; in view of the London Congress. 
(See modifications in violet ink on annex 1.) 

However the proposed questions are of a nature to be modified 
or replaced by others more interesting for your country and we 
insist on this point that it is for the British Committee to propose 
the questions that Great Britain particulary desires to see discussed 
at the next Congress. 

The local organizing Committee has therefore, as regards this 
matter, absolute freedom and should send us the complete text of 
the four proposed questions. 

At other Congresses a fairly important place was reserved for 
t( Communications » (on this subject see Art. 14 of the Regula- 
tions). If it seems to you opportune to instigate « Communica- 
tions » on any subject, kindly indicate the objects, remaining 
however within the restricted limits that we have assigned 
ourselves for the « questions » (See, as a matter of information, 
the heading « Communications » at the bottom of the programme 
drawn up with a view to the Stockholm Congress (annex 1). 

In order to facilitate, for your Committee, the choice of ques- 
tions we are sending you besides : i° a volume (annex II) giving 
a list of the subjects discussed at the first eleven congresses held 
from 1885 to 1912 ; 2 a volume (annex III) giving an account of 
the work of the Xllth Congress held at Philadelphia in 1912. 
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On the other hand we call your attention to the note (annex IV) 
in which we have reproduced three questions which the Piladel- 
phia Congress was unable to completely settle and desired to see 
figure on the programme of the following Congress. 

Two of these questions were inserted in the programme drawn 
up in wiew of the Sockholm Congress, but as we said here above 
it is for your Committee to take a decision. 

In the case that the XHIth Congress should take place in one of 
the months July to September 1923, we ought to be informed by 
the British Committee of its proposals concerning the questions 
to be discussed at the very latest by the 1st of March next. 

The Executive Committe must, in fact, as we have recalled to 
mind already, make sure of the consent of the Permanent Com- 
mission as regards the programme and, on the other hand, 
according to the terms of the Regulations, the reports on the 
questions should be received by the Executive Committee at the 
latest eight months before the opening of the Congress. As it 
is necessary to give the Reporters sufficient time to draw up their 
summaries and, also account must be taken of the time, which is 
very long, necessary for the translations as well as of the actual 
difficulties in printing the documents, it seems to us that the 
above mentioned date, the 1st of March, ought to be respected. 

While on the subject of translations, should you know some 
good translators from English into French, and from French into 
English ; we should be greatly obliged to you if you would let us 
know their names and addresses in good time. We have every 
desire that the English texts may be absolutely correct and give 
you complete satisfaction.

» The Committee consider that this latter Section will pro- 
bably prove to be the more important of the two and while they 
are of opinion that all three questions should be set down for 
discussion, if the Permanent Commission determine that only 
two questions should be submitted, then the British Organising 
Committee recommend that Nos. 1 and 2 of the Questions under 
the Ocean Navigation Section should be those selected.

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Report of the Executive Committee 

On the general situation of the Permanent International 
Association of Navigation Congresses* from the 15th of 
May 1923 to the 15th of May 1924. 



To the Members of the Permanent International Commission 
of "Navigation Congresses. 

Gentlemen, 

Before submitting to you the annual report of the Permanent 
.International Association of Navigation Congresses, we wish to 
pay a last tribute of regret to the dear and so distinguished col- 
league whom our Association has lost during the last year. 

Death has lost to us our sympathetic and devoted colleague M. 
Andrg Chargu6raud 9 General Inspector of Roads and Bridges of 
France, President of the Central Commission for the Navigation 
•of the Rhine. Mr Chargueraud, former President of the French 
Delegation, has fulfilled a rol* of the highest importance as much 
in our Congresses as in the meetings of the Permanent Commission 
of which he was a member for many years. Our eminent Col- 
league always gave his influence, his great intelligence and great 
authority to the service of the Association in the prosperity of 
which he was greatly interested, which makes his loss irreparable. 
Each of us will preserve a grateful and faithful memory of the 
regretted deceased.

In the course of the last year, we have already had the satisfac- 
tion of registering several new adhesions to the Association. 

We will especially mention the International Cominission for the 
Danube, Bratislava (Czechoslovakia), which from January 2nd 
1923 has adhered to our Institution and granted it an annual 
subvention of 500 francs. 

As we have already pointed out at our meeting of July 2nd 1923 
of our Commission, immediately before holding the Xlllth Con- 
gress, the Hungarian Government as well as the Consultative and 
Technical Commission of Communications and Transit of the 
League of Nations, have decided to grant us an annual subsidy 
of 500 francs. 

Lastly, in a letter of July 5th 1923, the Governor General of 
Indo-China has let us know that they have decided to grant to 
our Association an annual subsidy of 1,000 francs. We take this 
opportunity to thank our devoted and excellent colleague Mr Bout- 
teville, to whom we are indebted for this decision. 

Although the result of our propaganda is most encouraging, 
your Executive Committe desires, once again, to make a pressing 
appeal to the members of the Permanent Commission to use all 
their influence to obtain for our Institution new adhesions of Go- 
vernments, Corporations and individual Members. 

2°) Collection of subsidies and subscriptions. 

The Executive Committee has, as previously continued to resort 
to the good offices of Delegations with a view of asking their 
Governments and their compatriots to pay, if they have not al- 
ready done so, the subsidies and subscriptions which are in arre- 
ars, as far as this was recognised possible, and to invite them until 
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further orders, to pay through their Delegations their subscrip- 
tions to the Association, seeing that this combination is possible 
for certain countries on account of the differences in the exchange. 

We can only congratulate ourselves on the intervention of our 
Colleagues and we ought to express, on this occasion, our thanks 
to Messrs Boutteville, Burlamaqui, Ling, Campus, Lillelund, Brock- 
maim, Bixby, Sanford, de Rouville, Sir Cecil Hertslet, Typaldo Bas- 
sia, Sanjust di Teulada, Terashima, Batard-Razeliere, Kristensen, 
Wortman, Roldan y Pego, Popesco, du Plessis de Richelieu, Han- 
sen, Mutzner, Mourgnot and Miiller, respectively delegates of 
French West Africa, Brazil, China, the Government Com- 
mission for the Sarre, Denmark, Spain, United States, France, 
Great Britain, Greece, Italy, Japan, Monaco, Norway, Holland, 
Portugal, Roumania, Siam, Sweden, Switzerland, Tunis and Cze- 
choslovakia. Several of the delegates mentioned not only occupy 
themselves with the subsidies of their Governments, but also with 
the collection of subscriptions from Members and Corporations.

CHAPTER II. 
Work of the Assoolatlon. 



Xlllth Congress 

The Xlllth International Congress of Navigation took place in 
London from the 2nd to the Tth of July 1923, under the High 
Patronage of HIS MAJESTY KING GEORGE. It is the fourth 
Congress organised by the Permanent International Association 
of Navigation Congresses. It has also equalled the preceding Con- 
gresses by its imporlance, its results and its brillant success. 

The Report of Proceedings which was distributed to all the 
Members gives detailed information about the session. It gives 
the readers an opportunity of appreciating the work of the Asso- 
ciation and the value of the numerous papers which constituted 
the essential matter of the Congress. 

To give an idea of the importance of the latter, let us remember 
that the total number of the members registered reached the fi- 
gure of 663, while 38 States were officially represented in Lon- 
don, and 90 reports were discussed during the meetings; they 
were printed at Brussels in English and in French, under the su- 
pervision of Mr Lambin, General Secretary of the Association 
and distributed to members before the opening of the Congress. 
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The conclusions and resolutions adopted by the general meeting 
will worthily figure in the report of the Congresses. 

The receptions and excursions of which an account figures in 
the Report of Proceedings of the Congress were numerous, well 
organised and perfectly successful, thanks to the many Local 
Committees who vied with one another in zeal and devotion with 
a view of making the stay of the visitors in England as agrfcable 
as possible. 

The choice of the excursions was particularly successful for it 
gave the Congressists an impressive view of the hydraulic works 
of the ports of Great-Britain. 

The realisation of the programme drawn up by our British 
Colleagues gives them great honour, therefore the Association 
cannot congratulate anci thank enough the British Committee 
and particularly The Hon. Lord Desbourough. President of this 
Committee. 



CHAPTER HI. 
XlVth Congress 

One of the greatest preoccupations of the Permanent Commis- 
sion is the choice of the place of meeting of the next Congress. 

During the meeting of the Permanent Commission "held the 2nd 
of July 1923, in London, Mr Quellennec, delegate of the Compa- 
gnie Universelle du Canal Maritime de Suez, kindly declared that 
he would willingly be our interpreter with the Egyptian Go- 
vernment and the said Company, in order to ascertain if the. 
XlVth Congress could hold its sittings in Egypt. 

As soon as the 17th of December our devoted colleague Mr 
Quellennec sent our General Secretary the following letter : 

Paris, 17 December, 1923. 

To Mr Lambin, General Secretary of the International Association 
of Navigation Congresses 

At the last meeting held in London of the Permanent Inter- 
national Commission of Navigation Congresses , / received the 
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mission to sound the « Compagnie Universelle du Canal Mari- 
time de Sues*, and through it the Egyptian Government to ascer- 
tain what welcome would be given to the idea of holding the 
XIV th International Congress of Navigation in Egypt. 

I am authorised to inform you, and I beg you to apprise 
the Presidents of the Association, that the « Compagnie Uni- 
verselle du Canal Maritime de Suez », gives to this project its 
complete and cordial adhesion. The Company will be most plea- 
sed to receive in the Isthmus the Members participating in the 
XIV th Congress and it will put at their disposition all the means 
of which it disposes for their stay in the towns of the Isthmus 
•and for the visit of tfie Maritime Canal and its ports. 

The Company has accepted also to inform the Egyptian Go- 
vernment of the desire of the Permanent International Commission 
and the Superior Agent of the Company in Egypt, the Count 
Charles de Serionne has been charged to take the necessary steps 
uuith the Egyptian Government. 

In order to allow Count de Serionni to explain the matter in 
<x general way, but also precisely > I have given him the note vf 
which I enclose the copy. 

Count de Serionne has found the Members of the Egyptian Go- 
vernment very well disposed in favour of holding the XIV th Inter 
national Congress of Navigation at Cairo, and in the private inter- 
view which ivas granted to Count de Serionne, H. M. King Fuad 
has deigned to give his high and complete approbation to this 
project. 

If the Presidents of our Association are of opinion to carry on 
with the negotiations already commenced, the « Compagnie Uni- 
verselle du Canal Maritime de Suez » is at their disposal td trans- 
mit any communication to the Egyptian Government which they 
may wUh to make, and will very willingly continue this role of 
intermediary until such time as direct relations will be established 
between the Executive Committee of the Permanent International 
Commission and the Egyptian Government.^ 

I remain at your entire disposition, and I am my dear Collea-

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We hastened to thank our devoted Colleague for his kind 
intervention and asked him to transmit to the « Compagnie 
Universelle du Canal Maritime de Suez » the hearty thanks, 
of the Executive Committee for the valuable assistance that it 
has decided to grant to the organisers of the XlVth (Jongress. 

At the same time we begged Mr Quellennec to ask the Company 
to kindly carry on its negotiations with the Egyptian Government 
in order to induce it to come to a firm decision, and to decide 
that the next Congress should be held at Cairo in 1926. 

Mr Quellennec was good enough to inform us that Count de 
Serionne was charged to carry on this affair in Egypt. In addi- 
tion we have sent the 27th feb. 1924 a letter to the General Secre- 
tary of the Company, at his request, which is to be remitted to 
the Egyptian Government, and in this letter we express officially 
the de&ire of our Association to see the XlVth Congress held in 

Egypt. 

Under the date of the 8th May last the General Secretary of the 
Company informs us that Count de Serionne has taken more steps 
in the matter, and that he is informed that the consent of the Egyp- 
tian Government may be considered as acquired, but nevertheless- 
no precise time limit was fixed for an official answer. 

We can only thank the Egyptian Government for its kind 
dispositions and to express the hope to get soon his official 
answer.

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CHAPTER V. 
Financial situation. 

The sums expended/ by the Association during the year 192-1 
came to the total of 418,057.76 frs. of which 359,194.70 frs 
for the London Congress. 

This last total exceeds the estimates of the Budget to the extent 
of Frs 9,194.70. An outlay of about 70,000 frs must be provided 
for in the year 1924, for translation, printing and binding of 
the Report of Proceedings of the XHIth Congress and the costs of 
■despatching this volume to the Members of the Association. 

The exi>enses of the London Congress amounts to about frs 
435,000. 

In spite of this considerable expense, the assets of the Asso- 
ciation amounted frs 615,269.34 on the 31th of December 1923 
after having carried as expense the sum of frs 46,350 for dimi- 
nution of the value of public funds so as to bring them to the 
rates of quotations prevailing when the account was closed. 

On the 1st of May 1924 the value of these public funds was 
20,000 frs greater than that of the 31st December last. 

Assets have been increased by the sum of frs 15,000 represen- 
ting the nominal value of the <( Bons de la Defense Nationale 
Frangaise » acquired as an investment for the subscriptions collec- 
ted by the French Delegation. 

The nominal capital of frs 100,000 « Bons du Tresor Beige » 
4 % at maturity 21st April 1923 was replaced at first by securities 
of the same kind bringing in 4 1/2 % and then by Treasury Bonds 
at 5 %.
